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CHINESE FEELINGS. 
A H arrow ing Tala Told by a Faithful 
Burner of Funk. 
Sax F rax cisco, July 11th.—Attorney Al­ 
fred Clarke has brought another suit in the 
United States Circuit Court on behalf of Ah 
Fong, arrested for having lottery tickets in 
his possession, against Judges Van Eeyne- 
5 
om and Murpby, Mayor Pond, Police 
udges, prosecuting officers, etc., and the 
people of the State of California. He claims 
that his client is a subject of China and is 
entitled to the privileges and immunities 
promised under “the benign provisions of 
the XlVth Act of our blessed Constitu­ 
tion.” 
Mr. Clarke then says that Ah Fong “has 
been engaged at hard labor at or near Los 
Gatos for six months last prior to said 
March 4, 1890; that he visited San Fran­ 
cisco for tbe purpose of contributing his 
pittance toward commemorating the wis­ 
dom and pieiy of his ancestors, and for 
supporting a lighted taper in the shrine 
where fragrant odors are periodically con­ 
sumed to the maues of the departed. Your 
orator received a printed receipt for this 
tribute, and it is not improbable that it 
may have been written on a paper which 
may have previously been used as a lottery 
ticket, but said paper was not at that time 
in any existing lottery. Being greatly 
frightened at the assault of the defendants, 
your orator answered ‘yes’ to all their 
questions, and would have answered ‘yes’ 
out of fear and terror to any interrogation 
they could have given. Your orator, be­ 
ing ignorant of the English language, was 
dragged in great terror and dismay, by his 
captors, from the foul and stinking dun- 
geoDS kept by the defendants to the bar 
there kept by the defendants, and, expect­ 
ing immediate decapitation, your orator 
consulted his safety by answering affirma­ 
tively to every question given him by his 
examiners.” 
Mr. Clarke further describes the tortures 
experienced by his client while in the 
company of “drunks” and vagabonds. He 
was particularly affected while in the 
“black maria," which rolled and pitched 
‘so that the decency among the passengers 
was not easily observed, and by whicb"the 
morals of your orator was greatly shocked 
and his sensibilities were greatly wounded 
by the unseemly and indelicate situation.” 
Hs was confined in "a castle of an octagon 
shape'' on a road running “toward the vil­ 
lage of San Jose,” and was there compelled 
to do “chores for the beastly and degraded 
whites who corrupt the morals of the Chi­ 
nese who are so unfortunate as to share 
the misery of that nasty prison.’ Thus 
was Mr. Clark's client "prevented from 
pursuing and enjoying safety and happi­ 
ness and picking his strawberries on the 
plains of Los Gatos, and a large number of 
bough roots which your orator had there 
collected for the purpose of rednciug them 
to kindling wood, were by the occurrence 
of fire, during the enforced absence of your 
orator, totally destroyed.” 
The other experiences of this very moral, 
highly cultnred and daintily nurtured 
Mongolian are set forth with his counsel's 
jccustomed eloquence, and the claim is 
made that tbe order of the Supervisors 
which made all this possible is void and 
has so been held by the United States Su­ 
preme Court, and that the arrest was made 
in violation of Article XIV. of the Consti­ 
tution and paragraph 1,977 of the Revised 
Statutes. 
Mr. Clark states that his client makes 
the modest request that he be allowed 
$500,000 damages, together with sundry 
other sums which are classed as expenses, 
including a retainer of $500 paid to his 
counsel.

progressing Satisfactorily until this. The 
frontier question was settled with Mexico 
early this year in an amicable manner 
through diplomacy. The Mexicans had in 
former years taken possession of 10.000 
square miles of Guatamalan territory by 
force, and last year laid claim to a tract of 
valuable lands, 980 sqaare miles in extent, 
but all this was settled peaceably.” 
The building of the Nicaraguan canal 
was next adverted to by General Barrios, 
who said that it would add greatly to the 
value of the Central American Republics. 
He was in hopes that the new adminis­ 
tration of the canal would push things and 
hasten its completion. 
In conclusion, the General said: “I am 
sure the next steamer will bring some 
authentic news. I intend going back to my 
country very soon.” 


PA ID THE PENALTY. 
The M orderer o f Louia Mar Is HaDged at 
Vancouver. 
V a k c o c v e b (Wash.), July 11th.—Edward 
D. Gallagher, the murderer of Louis Mar, 
was banged this afternoon, in the presence 
of a hundred people, at 12:50. 
Sheriff Fleming, assisted by his deputies, 
marched him out of his cell to the gallows. 
He walked steadily, but resisted going up. 
Arriving up stairs he sat down, and Rev. 
Father Schram tried to get him to make 
his peace with the world. Gallagher said 
he was not going to be hanged and didn’t 
care about eternity. 
The Sheriff told him he could say a few 
words to the assembled multitude. He 
made a short, stammering speech, saying 
he was sorry to appear before them in that 
position. 
An awful struggle then ensued, six men 
trying to pinion his form. Gallagher re­ 
sisted strenuously, but after three minutes 
was securely fastened and feet tied. The 
Sheriff put on the cap aud asked the con­ 
demned man whether he killed Mar. 
Gallagher’s last words in answer were, 
“None of your business." 
The trap was then sprung, the doomed 
man tailing seven feet. After eleven min­ 
utes life was extinct.

NEW ROADBED. 


Views of D ictator Barrios' Nephew on 
the Situation. 
S a x F b a x c isc o , Jnlv 11th.—The reports 
of an impending conflict in Central Arner- 
ico over the proposed union, to which the 
death of General Menendez, of Salvador, 
gave some color, furnishes some interest 
to the interview a Bulletin reporter had 
this afternoon with General Jose Reyna 
Barrios, of the Guatemala army, and a 
nephew of Dictator Barrios, who was killed 
in battle five years ago. 
The General is 
stopping at the Occidental, having come 
up from Monterey last night. He is of the 
typical Spanish type, very courteous and 
of distinguished appearance, aud is appar­ 
ently about 35 years of age. He speaks 
English with great fluency. 
“I have seen with great interest.” said 
the General, "all the reports in your papers 
concerning the rumored troubles in Cen­ 
tra'. America, but 1 am not able to give any 
definite particulars further than what is 
kDowu here, as I have been in this eoun 
try since last January. I have received 
nothing since the arrival of the last steam­ 
er, and at that time everything was quiet 
in my country. 
General Menendez. of 
Salvador, who was poisoned, was a great 
and good friend of mine, 
as is 
also General Esceta, who hastened to 
the capital, San Salvador, when lie 
heard oí tbe event, and 
formed a 
•provisional government. This event will 
prevent the proposed union from coming 
to pass. But I am convinced that there 
will be no trouble or bloodshed in any of 
the Central American Republics, more 
especially my country, Guatemala. The 
President. Barilloe, is not a man of war, 
and would not take up arms to further the ' 
ends of others. The capital of Salvador is 
in the hands of the Provisional Govern­ 
ment. I think this occurrence most un­ 
fortunate. The union of the Central 
American States meant the happiness of 
the entire country, and strength to cope 
with powerful neighbors. Where a country 
is divided, uo matter how rich it is, it can­ 
not be developed, and its resources 
languish. Zaldeva was the man who 
caused General Menendez to be poisoned. 
Salvador is in peace just now. General 
Esceta is able to suppress any attack, and 
at las: advices no party had risen against 
the Provisional Government. My nncle, 
General Barrios, labored all his life to 
bring abont a union, at first by peaceful 
measures, and. as a last resort, by force. 
He died bravely on the field of battle in 
support of the cause he had long labored 
for. In fourteen years, by his energy and 
wisdom, he converted Guatemala from a 
comparatively savage State to that of a 
civilized one. 
“Guatemala," continued the General, “is 
the largest of the Centra! American Re­ 
publics. It contains about 1,600,000 people, 
of whom about 100.000 are foreigners, and 
the rest evenly divided between the Indi­ 
ans and the descendants of the Spaniards. 
Of the foreigners the Germans are the most 
numerous. They have brought a great 
amount of capital into the country and are 
greatly liked on account of not meddling 
with the politics of the country. Tbe 
Americans are gladlv welcomed every­ 
where in Guatemala. In fact, my country 
is the most Americanized of all the Span­ 
ish-speaking countries. The Guatemalan 
Government before this reported trouble 
was preparing to develop the resources of 
the Atlantic slope by the building of a rail­ 
way from the capital to St. Thomas on the 
Atlantic ocean, for which it had given a 
concession to a French syndicate for 21,­ 
000,000 pesos. These troubles will stop any 
kind of work in that way. Everything was 


A Costly P iece of Track to be Laid Near 
A shland. 
A s h la n d (Or.), July 11th.—Work will 
be commenced next week on the four 
miles of new road for the Southern Pacific 
Company through Cow Creek canyon that 
is to replace the road damaged and de­ 
stroyed by the big landslide and flood of 
last February, and including two short 
tunnels about 250 feet long each. Con­ 
tractor Jeffrey, who will do the grading 
and graveling work, and Colonel Scobie, 
the masonry contractor, have been in Ash­ 
land to-day arranging for teams, supplies 
and men. Eight hundred men will be 
put to work grading and tunneling, and 
Colonel Scobie, with seventy-five men, 
will do about $50,000 worth of masonry- 
work on the new piece of road. It will 
take this force ninety days to complete the 
work and it will be a very expensive piece 
of railroad.

Fatal B low ing Up of a Steam er on Lake 
M ichigan. 
Chicago, July 11th —A frightful explo­ 
sion occurred to-night on the steamer 
Tioga, one of the largest vessels on the 
great lakes. 
Thirty-eight persons were aboard the 
steamer at the time. 
When the work of rescuing the surviv­ 
ors, which commenced almost instantly, 
was weli under way. only two persons 
could be found who had escaped unhurt. 
To make matters worse, a tire broke out 
on the wrecked vessel, and large volumes 
of flame and smoke impeded the searchers 
for the dead and dying. 
The bursting of the steamer's boilers was 
the cause of tbe catastrophe. 
It was in Chicago river, at the foot of 
Washington street, that the explosion oc­ 
curred. This locality is the heart of the 
business section of Chicago, and the explo­ 
sion brought people runniDg in terror out 
of the tall buildings for blocks away. 
Most of the victims were Chicagoans, and 
stevedores who were unloading the vessel. 
Ouly three of the Tioga’s crew were re­ 
ported on the list. 
The fire proved astubborn one, and made 
it impossible at the time to verify the re­ 
port that the boilers had exploded. The 
statement was current that the explosion 
was due to another cause, tbe accidental 
lighting of a large quantity of combusti­ 
bles in the narrow confines of the Tioga’s 
deep hold. In the hold near the steamer's 
stern was where the fire held sway. 
Through the bursts of fire could be seen 
a great jagged cleft in the Tioga’s decks 
and cabin, and aloft on the tall smoke­ 
stacks dangled a huge frame-work of tim­ 
ber, fantastically swaying backward and 
forward, telling of the terrific force of the 
explosion which sent it there from thirty 
feet below.- 
The Captain was at this moment called 
away to the wrecked portion of the vessel, 
which seemed gradually settling in the 
river. Occasionally a wounded man was 
being hauled out of the debris. As the 
flames permitted, the police and firemen 
closed in toward the black hole in which 
the bodies of the unfortunate stevedores 
still lay. 
Great crowds of people gathered on 
neighboring bridges, docks and vessels, and 
watched the tragic scenes being enacted on 
the Tioga. 
Her immense iron hull, painted black, 
stretched three hundred feet or more along 
the pier, and a swarm of people, firemen 
and reporters were clambering over her on 
all sides. 
Eye-witnesses of the explosion were busy 
telling newcomers the gory particulars. It 
appeared that the explosion occurred just 
after a porter named William Palmer fiad 
gone below with a lighted lamp. He had 
scarcely reached the decks again when the 
fearful shock came. 
It was said that two hundred barrels of 
oil were among the cargo, and that these 
had become ignited; others insisted that 
the explosion must have been due to the 
lack of water in the boilers, and that the 
second engineer, who is kDown to be miss­ 
ing, was the man whose duty it would be 
to start the pony pumps in such an emer­ 
gency. This, it was declared, would have 
produced just such an explosion, wrecking 
only one compartment of the vessel. 
While the fire was still in progress, an 
Associated Press reporter met the Captain 
of the ill-fated steamer on the forward 
deck. The officer consented to stop long 
enough in his task of straightening out the 
confusión prevailing, to give a statement 
ot what he knew of the wreck. 
Said he: “My name is Captain A. A. 
Phelps. I arrived here last evening from 
Buffalo in command of the Tioga, and we 
were unloading at this dock when the ex­ 
plosion took place this eveniDg. I was in 
the freight shed on the dock, when I heard 
a terrific noise. aDd running out, saw the 
north quarter of the vessel enveloped in 
steam. All of the crew of twenty-five men 
were either on board at the time or were 
on the dock or in the freight bouse. I 
found afier a careful search that all but 
three were accounted for and safe. Those 
three are all from Buffalo, and were: 
8econd engineer George Haid, look-out C. 
Levalley, aDd deck-hand William Cuth- 
bert. Beside three missing men who be­ 
longed to the crew, there must have been 
from twelve to fifteen other men killed, and 
probably half a dozen additional wounded. 
These were laborers in tbe hold, who were 
doing unloading. Eight colored men are 
positively slated to have been below. Six 
or seven others were at the hatches aiding 
their iellow-stevedores to lower down. 
The explosion occurred in the hold, not in 
the machinery or boilers, as near as I 
could ascertain, and was probably in some 
of the combustible freight stored there.” 
Up to 1:30 a m. nine dead bodies have 
been taken from the wreck, and five or 
more wounded were conveyed to the hos­ 
pital. 
The Tioga's stern settled to the bottom 
of the lake, but as it is not deep there the 
decks were still above surface. 
It is estimated that $75,000 will cover the 
damage to the vesse. and cargo. This 
amount is believed to be fully insured. 
Engineer Haid and steam-fitter Burns 
cannot live through the night. Additional 
names of colored stevedores supposed to 
have been killed are: Walter Dukes, 
Henry Weatherspoon, John Goff, Jacob 
Chnrch. Alex. Smith, J. Braxton and 
Charles Foster. 
A clearer idea of the cause of the explo­ 
sion was obtained at midnight when boil­ 
ers and cargo could be examined. The 
boilers seemed intact. 
The cargo was 
kerosene, gasoline and cotton. The in­ 
ference is drawn that a leakage of kero­ 
sene saturated the cotton and generated 
gases which ignited when the lanterns 
were taken in the hold.

Fabulous Increase of Population in the 
W estern States. 
N ew \ o rk , July 11th.—A special from 
Washington says the census will show that 
while the rate of increase in the Northern 
and Atlantic States has been about the 
same as usual, the Western States have in­ 
creased at an almost fabulous rate. Of the 
Southern States, Alabama, Georgia and 
Texas will show a marvelous increase in 
population. 
The other Southern States 
will remain about the same. It is probable 
the census will show that the rate of in­ 
crease among the blacks has fallen far be­ 
hind tbe rate of increase among the whites. 
The Census Bureau is uow enumerating 
the returns at the rate of 1 000,000 per day. 
As a matter of fact two millions a day are 
being counted, because on each day. besides 
the one million new names counted, the 
million counted the previous day are re­ 
counted to insure absolute accuracy. 
It 
will take sixty days, and possiblv seventy, 
to complete the entire count, which "is 
reasonable to believe, will be concluded 
about September 1st.

More About silver. 
N ew Y o rk . July 11th —The Evening Post 
figures out the silver situation as follows : 
If the present silver bill becomes a law the 
point where the Secretary of the Treasury 
would stop buying silver bullion would be 
129.29, which corresponds with 371.21 
grains of silver in the dollar. There is a 
margin of about 22 points of possible ad­ 
vance from the present prices in the case of 
buying by the Treasury which would ab­ 
sorb the present supply of about nine 
million or ten million ounces ot silver 
within the next three months. It is to be 
presumed, however, that even half as much 
advance would draw in silver from else­ 
where, and by increasing the supply would 
hold the price in check. 
Petrified Indian W om an. 
S ta u n to n (Ind.), July 11th.—Fox-hunt- 
ers accidentally discovered a cave, and 
while exploring it the party stumbled over 
a petrified Indian woman whose ornaments 
proclaim her Princess of a powerful tribe.

Three other bodies were 
found in a less degree of preservation, and 
scattered throughout the cave were speci­ 
mens of gold, jewelry and a collection of 
stone cooking utensils, axes, knives and 
tomahawks.

Gossip Concerning tbeir Orders to Go to 
Central A m erica. 
W a s h in g to n , July 11th.—The action of 
Secretary Tracy yesterday in ordering the 
United States steamers Thetis and Ranger 
to proceed at once from San Francisco to 
the west coast of Guatemala and San Sal­ 
vador in anticipation of the outbreak of 
war between those countries, has caused 
some gossip in diplomatic circles, and 
especially as diplomats are not inclined to 
believe that these steamers are simply go­ 
ing there to protect Americans in the"case 
of war. It is hinted that the vessels are to 
enforce the demands of the State Depart­ 
ment against two States of Central Amer­ 
ica, Honduras aud Guatemala, in behalf of 
two Americans. 
The case against Honduras is that of 
Editor Hollander, an American, who pub­ 
lished a paper in that country. He un­ 
earthed apd exposed a plot wherein United 
States Minister Hall, who was appointed 
by Cleveland, was engaged in a conspiracy 
with prominent officials of the Honduras 
Government. For this Hollander was first 
imprisoned, then banished from the coun­ 
try. and his property, valued at $75,000, or­ 
dered confiscated. Secretary Blaiue has 
demanded that I he property be not confis­ 
cated, and that Hollander be allowed to re­ 
turn to Honduras to settle up his affairs 
and bring his family away; but the Hon­ 
duras Government shows ao signs of grant­ 
ing this demand. 
The case against Guatemala was on be­ 
half of \V illiam F. Fuqua, formerly of 
Baton Rouge, La., where bis relatives"still 
reside. Fuqua went to Livingston, Guate­ 
mala, in *887, and entered the employ of 
the commercial firm of Anderson & Owen. 
The following June the Mayor of Living­ 
ston, while drunk, caused "the arrest of 
Fuqua for no good reason and had him 
forcibly detained. He was then released 
and his demand for iedress laughed at. 
He pursued his endeavor to secure justice, 
but obtained but little assistance from 
either Minister Hall or Secretary Bayard. 
After Minister Mizner succeeded Halt" the 
matter was taken up in earnest and Con­ 
gressmen Robertson and Boatner of Louis­ 
iana appealed to Secretary Blaine to have 
the wrongs done Fuqua righted. Minister 
Mizner was instructed to take Fuqua’s 
claim and endeavor to have justice done. 
Last week Mizner cabled in effect that the 
Guatemalan Government was obstinate in 
this matter aud that he virtually had been 
able to accomplish nothing. Blaine at 
once sent instructions to Mizner, which it 
is undeistood are to be for him to make a 
peremptory demand that the Guatemalan 
Government shall make the amende hon­ 
orable to Fuqua and pay to Fnqua what 
damages he demands for the treatment re­ 
ceived. 
Congressman Boatner yesterday received 
the following letter from Acting Secretarv 
of State Adee: 
“I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 30th ultimo, in 
relation to tbe complaint of William F. 
Fuqua, an American citizen, against the 
authorities of Livingston, Guatemala, and 
to say that on the 7th instant our Minister 
to Central America was directed to again 
call the matter to the attention of the Gua­ 
temala Minister of Foreign Affairs, and to 
express the deep regret of this Government 
that in view of its continued aud marked 
forbearance, at the instance of the foreign 
office, in making a more formal presenta­ 
tion of the case, the Government of Gua­ 
temala has taken no visible steps toward 
satisfying the complaint. 
Should this 
overture prove ineffective. Mr. Mizner will 
promulgate a complaint to the best of his 
aoility and present it with a request for its 
earliest consideration.” 
Naval officials decline to stale whether 
or not the vessels ordered to Central Amer­ 
ica have any other object than that of pro­ 
tecting Americans in case of war. 


MILTIMORE-S COURT-MARTIAL. 
Arm y Men Characterize it a* a Persecu­ 
tion. 
W a s h in g to n , Jniy 11th.—The Critic to­ 
night, in an article on the trial of Msjor 
Wham and Captain Miltimore, in Arizona, 
says that army men all over the country, 
and especially in this city, are highiy in­ 
dignant over the Court-martial of Major 
Joseph W. Wham, Paymaster, and Captain 
A. E. Miltimore, at Tucson, Arizona, and 
do not hesitate to characterize the trials as 
persecutions, and the charges as frivolous. 
The papers in the case have reached the 
War Department, but have not been acted 
upon. There is but little doubt but what 
an investigation will result in the vindica­ 
tion of tbe two officers, and it is declared 
that Captain Miltimore would never have 
been tried had it not been that it was nec­ 
essary to implicate him in an endeavor to 
defeat Major Wham in aspiring for a 
higher position. 


THE NEW CRUISER. 


Preparations for Fitting Out the Sau 
Francisco Im m ediately. 
W a s h in g to n , July 11th.—The new 
cruiser San Francisco, built by the Union 
Iron Work9 of the city which gaye its 
came to the vessel, will be tried some time 
this month, and every indication goes to 
show that she will develop sufficient speed 
to place her amongst the fastest of the 
wttr-sbips afloat. The ordnance shops in 
this city have made a record on the manu­ 
facture of armament for (he cruiser, as it is 
reported to tbe Navy Department that the 
twelve six-inch guns that will comprise 
her main battery will be ready for ship­ 
ment across the continent by rail inside of 
three weeks, or in time to be" placed on the 
snip almost immediately after her accept­ 
ance by the Government. 


IN THE SENATE. 
W a sh in g to n , July nth .—Senator Morgan oc­ 
cupied three hours in his speech in opposition 
to the silver conference biff yesterday. Call, 
Pictnb and others followed in short speeches, 
when the previpns question was call eel. The 
Senate then adjourned until this morning. 
This morning "heller introduced a joint resolu­ 
tion declaring it the determined policy of the 
t uited States to use both gold aud silver as full 
legal tender money, and instructing the Presi­ 
dent to invite the Governments of the Latin 
Union countries, and 6ueh other nations as he 
may deem advisable, to join the United States 
in a comerenoe to adopt a common ratio be- 
.tween gold aud silver, tor the purpose of estab- 
dishiug the international use of bimetallic 
money and securing a fixity of the relative 
value between those metals, the conference to 
be held at such place as mav mutually be 
agreed upon by the Executives of the Govern­ 
ments joining in it: and when, in the judgment 
of the President of the United -rates a sufficient 
number of nations shall have entered into such 
international agreement, he shall declare such 
ratio so fixed to be the existing ratio in the 
United States. The President is to appoint 
net less than three cor more than five Commis­ 
sioners to attend such conference on the part of 
the Cuited States, and who are to receive SJ 500 
aud expenses, ‘the joint resolution was referred 
to the Fiuauce committee. 
Wilson of Iowa offered a resolution, which 
was referred to the Committee ou Foreign Re­ 
lations, calling on the Secretary of State for in­ 
formation ou the subject of an American citi­ 
zen. Thomas T. Collins, being deprived of his 
rights, liberty and property at Manila, in the 
Philippine Islands, and as to what action has 
been taken in regard to the matter. 
The Senate proceeded to the consideration of 
the Senate bill to establish a United States 
Land Court, aud to provide for the settlement 
of private laud claims in New Mexico, Wy­ 
oming, Arizoua, Nevada and Colorado, such 
claims being by virtue of Spanish or Mexican 
rights. 
The bill was discussed until 2 o’clock, when 
the shipping hills, in order as uutiuished busi­ 
ness, were taken up. 
Gibson addressed the Senate. He argued 
against the proposed subsidies for ships, but 
was iu favor of moderate postal subsidies. He 
spoke of the importance ot establishing a Hue 
of steamships to trace with the Congo country, 
building a Government dry dock at New Or­ 
leans, aud reform ug the tariff by admitting 
commodities from south American States at 
lower rates of duties. He appealed to the 
Chairman of the Committee on Commerce 
(Frye) to relax the rigidity oi his policy: al ow 
ships to be purchased abroad and sailed under 
tne American llag: to take off tariff duties from 
materials, supplies aud outfits that go into the 
construction of ships, and t« accept as a com­ 
promise tbe policy ot giving postal subsidies to 
American-built vessels. 
Coke said he had to frame the bill to place 
the americau merchant marine on an equality 
with that of other nations. He would not com­ 
mence with taxing the people for the pavmeut 
ol subsidies, but would take hold of the ship­ 
ping laws of the United States aud repeal them, 
it was simpdy impossible under the existing 
tariff’ and navigation laws to build up th« for- 
eigu carrying trade of the United States. 
Vest oflered as a substitute for the bill as to 
the American merchant marine a provision for 
free ship?, to be used ouly in foreign countries, 
foreign carrying trade, but not in coastwise or 
lake trade. 
The bills went over without action, after an 
unsuccessful effort by Frye to have an agree­ 
ment to vote upon them to-mot row. 
The Senate then went into executive session, 
and then adjourned. 
IN t h e h o u se. 
W a sh in g t o n, July 11th.—This morning the 
conference report on the silver bill was sub­ 
mitted to the House. 
I'erkins of Kansas presented a conference re­ 
port on the bill grantiug the right-of-way across 
the Mille Lacs Indian Reservation to the Little 
Falls. Mille Lacs aud Like Superior Railroad. 
Enloe of Tennessee raised a question of con­ 
sideration iu the interest of the private calen­ 
dar.Perkins moved that further proceedings under 
the call be dispensed with. Agreed to—ayes 
1.30, noes 55. The conference teport was then 
adopted. 
McKenna of California called up the private 
bill for the relief of Charles Murphy of Califor­ 
nia. After a short discussion the bill was 
passed—ayes 106, noes 89. 
Couger of Iowa presented the conference sil­ 
ver bill. 
Alter it was read the question of considera­ 
tion was raised by Bland of Missouri, aud the 
question was put: “Will the House proceed to 
the consideration of the conference report ” 
and it resulted: Yeas 106. nays 44. 
The Speaker being uuable to record a quo­ 
rum, a call of the House was theu ordered. Ou 
the call there were 154 members—more than a 
uomm—responded to their names. It was 
then agreed, ou the suggestion of Blount of 
Georgia, that a four-hours' debate be allowed 
to-morrow on the report, at the end of which 
time the previous question will be ordered. The 
House then took a recess. 
At the evening session, on the first pension 
called up, Enloe of Tennessee made the point 
that there was no quorum aud the House ad­

A 1 wo-M onthed Bull. 
A queer freak of nature is on exhibition 
at Eisner’s slaughter house, Forty-sixth 
street and First avenue, in the shape of a 
double-mouthed bull. 
The animal was received by Mr. Eisner 
along with a lot of others he bought from 
a farmer iu Westchester county a few days 
ago.The bull has two separate and distinct 
mouths, and both are used for the purpose 
for which mouths were created. The one 
in its rightful place is normal in its forma­ 
tion. The superfluous mouth is located 
directly below the natural one. It is per­ 
fectly formed, save that its teeth look as if 
they had been tossed into the cavity and 
grown wherever they happened to strike, 
and are not strong enough for the proper 
mastication of food. 
The upper month the animal uses for 
eating, while he drinks with the lower 
one. When one is in operation the other 
goes through the motions as well, and it is 
a curious sight to watch him chew his cud 
with both mouths working in unison. 
Another curious malformation which the 
animal exhibits is that his high fore shoul­ 
der is displaced, the joint being far down 
on the leg, thus giving him a queer motion 
when he walks. 
The bull is quiet in the extreme and 
seems to enjoy the attention he has at­ 
tracted. He holds his levees at all hours.

TERRIBLE ACCIDEIi'T. 
Ferry Passenger* Plnj»Ke Into the W ater 
W ithout W arning. 
H a lif a x (N. S.), July 11th.—A ttrrible 
accident occurred at Dartmouth to-xtght, 
by which a number of people were a rovvned, 
b it the exact number of victims ca nnot be 
known until to-morrow. 
I he disaster happened bv reason of ’he 
cbain attached to the ferry-boat apron 
slipping out of place, and aliowi 1 )g tbe 
front of the bridge to s.nk. and preci pítate 
a crowd of 600 or 700 men. women i and 
children into the water. 
The people were crowded there, wa ¡ting 
for tne new ferry steamer Annex, w hich 
had just arrived from New York, to d ock. 
When the steamer got within two f* ;t of 
tbe landing a number of persons jum ped 
on board, and at that moment the accident 
occurred. 
. 
The outer end of the bridge went do wn 
suddenly, and the terror-stricken cro wd 
slipped off into the harbor, as though th ey 
were descending a slide, piling on top of 
each other, shrieking for help and seras u- 
bling for means of satety. 
For some minutes there was a confusa i 
mass of men and women and children 
struggling in the water, but the accident 
had hardly happened before a dozen men 
leaped to the rescue, and the drowning 
people were rapidly passed up to the men, 
standing above on the wharves, and the* 
rapidity with which the rescuers performed' 
their work resulted in a great majority of 
those who fell in being saved from death. 
When the crowd slipped off the landing 
stage, the people around, numbering some 
hundreds, crowded to the sides of the 
wharf and threw sticks and boards to the 
struggling mass in the water, while a num­ 
ber of life preservers were thrown to them 
from the steamer. 
Many were struck and injured by the 
living boards, and'all the bodies recovered 
bear cuts and bruises. 
The statement of spectators show that 
most of those who fell in were women and 
children, and the scenes immediately fol­ 
lowing the disaster were frightful. 


MINISTERS M ALTREATED. 
Three M issionaries Dragged Through the 
Street» of a Cuban Town. 
N ew \ o r k . Juiy 11th.—Three Baptist 
ministers, one of them an American citi­ 
zen. have been dragged through the streets 
and imprisoned on a false charge bv the 
Cuban authoriiies. The outrage took place 
at Guan8bacoa. The Rev. Albert J. Diaz, 
General Superintendent of the work of the 
American Baptist Missionary Society of 
Cuba, accompanied by Re7 Argel Godinez, 
had gone to Guanabacoa to conduct a te- 
vival. Meetings had neen held for some 
time until last Thursday night, when four 
civil guards entered the house and placed 
the three preachers under arrest. They 
were charged with holding meetings in a 
private house without having secured a 
license or permit from the authorities, as 
the law requires. In spite of their protest 
they were drageed through the streets and 
locked up in prison. They had a permit 
here. They are still treated as common 
felons. Dr. Diaz is a naturalized Americau 
citizen, although he has labored in Cuba 
for twelve years. 
A-French Schem e. 
P a r is , July 11th—A French engineer 
has devised a plan by which he proposes to 
enable vessels of 1,000 tons burden to 
reach Paris with the present depth of the 
Seine, and without elaborate and expen­ 
sive dredging operations. A company has 
been formed in this city with the object of 
building a fleet of thirty or forty vessels of 
000 to 1,000 tons each for extensive com­ 
mercial operations, and the scheme in­ 
cludes adequate dock accommodations and 
the best facilities for rapid unloading. 
The company intends its vessels for trad­ 
ing at all the principal European and Med­ 
iterranean ports. 
K illed by a Leopard. 
L o n d o n , July 11th.—Advices from Siam 
state that at the palace in Bangkok lately a 
performing leopard brought there for the 
amusement of one of the Siamese Princes 
jumped at the breast of a young girl, one 
of the Princess retinue, "aged 14. The 
keepers said, that the beast was only in 
play, and begged her not to be alarmed, but 
in another moment the brute seized her by 
the throat and killed her. The horrified 
spectators lied panic-stricken. 
Exiled Priest*. 
R om e. July 11th—The negotiations be­ 
tween the Russian Envoy, fsvolski, who 
had returned to Rome, and the Vatican, in 
favor of pardoning the priests exiled 
to Siberia and the establishment of abso­ 
lutely free communication between Rus­ 
sian Bishops and the Pope, are progressing 
slowly. During the summer holidays the 
Pope will devote much lime to the" com­ 
position of an encyclical on social and in­ 
dustrial questions.

L on d on . July 11th.—Among the numer­ 
ous wedding gifts presented to Sianley is 
one from the Queen of a miniature of her­ 
self, set with diamonds.

C ities and H am lets in Central Bolivia 
The Youthful Cure of Chulum ani 
—Forgotten W ealth. 


[Special Correspondence of the Recobd-Union.] 
C hulum ani, Bolivia, 1890. 
To have visited the capital and pne or 
two mining regions, and to have made a 
tour of observation into any interior val­ 
ley is equivalent to having seen every 
rod of Bolivia; for throughout its vast ex­ 
tent there are few variation», except those 
caused by altitude, in changes of climate, 
and different industries pursued by the 
people. So very cold is the atmosphere of 
La Paz, at an elevation of over 13,000 feet, 
that the traveler finds it difficult to be­ 
lieve himself reaily within the semi­ 
tropics, and to realize that were it not for 
these mountain ranges topped with eter­ 
nal snow the whole country would be like 
the Yungas valley, filled with sunshine 
and luxuriant vegetation. 
Chulumani, capital of the province of 
Yungas, is a typical town of interior 
Bolivia. W ith a population of only about 
2,500, it covers nearly as much space as 
the city of Chicago. Having been built 
haphazard up and down the hills’des, a 
bird’s-eye view makes its roofs of ancient 
and clumsy tiles, which were long since 
turned by time from dull red to mossy 
green and gray, appear to be piled directly 
on top of one another. As in all Spanish 
America, the building material is stone, 
adobe and plaster, but little wood being 
used, even the floors being generally of 
tiles, bricks or cement. Except the huts 
of the Indians all are enormous structures, 
sometimes rambling around two or three 
inner courts: and though many of them 
contain several shops and shelter a num­ 
ber of families, one finds nowhere those 
neat little houses, which can be furnished 
without much cost and easily kept In order, 
so much in demand at the North. Here, 
the newly-married pair must take a caso 
large enough for a garrison, or live in rooms 
above some shop, or remain with the old 
folk, according to their taste and means. 
Perhaps that accounts for the fact that most 
of the great houses are scantily furnished, 
their long and lofty apartments looking as 
bare and cheerless as so many town halls, 
without a trace of that cozy home look 
which American and English housewives 
delight to produce. Though the Spanish 
is said to be the richest of all languages, 
it has no such word as “home,” nor any 
thing nearer it than hogas (hearth) which 
really signifies nothing in that direction, 
since in all South America, among rich 
and poor, in the highlands and lowlands, 
there is not a hearth to sit by, nor a stove, 
grate or other contrivance in which a fire 
may be built for warmth and cheerfulness. 
Though the capital of an important 
province, Chulumani contains neither 
hotel nor tambo: therefore all travelers 
must depend upon private hospitality. 
Through letters of introduction our party 
was received with open arms into the 
house of strangers, where several rooms 
were assigned to us and the best food the 
land aflords provided for our entertain­ 
ment. The worst of it is that one’s gen­ 
erous entertainers would feel grievously 
insulted if offered money in return for 
their hospitality. 
Gifts are received, 
however, under the guise of regalos or 
souvenirs of friendship, and one needs to 
carry about the country a regular Yankee 
peddler’s stock of “notions” to distribute 
in payment for his board. 
The arrival of strangers and especially 
of Americans, creates an immense sensa­ 
tion in these small communities, and in 
our walks abroad, though escorted by the 
Jefe Politico, whose office corresponds to 
that of Mayor in the United States, the 
local doctor and the cure, we were fol­ 
lowed by a gaping crowd which increased 
at every turn. Outside our own party 
there was not an English-speaking person 
in the whole department of Yungas. In 
Chulumani there is nothing of greater in­ 
t e r . to be seen than the quaint old town 
itself The only manufactory, if so it may 
be . ailed, is an establishment where cocoa 
leaves are pressed into bales, each weigh­ 
ing venty-five pounds, by a primitive ma­ 
in the hands of four Indians. 
.ere is lut one sign-lmard in the city, 
tat where it is least needed —on the 
¡tute” or Catholic College; a blue- 
painted strip, whose golden letters are in 
the form of books, with an ink-stand stuck 
full of pens for a period. The girls occupy 
the lower floor, the boys the upper, anil 
precisely at 7 o’clock on every day of the 
week but Sunday school begins and holds 
till 5 in the afternoon. The Institute 
being across the narrow street directly op­ 
posite our bedroom window, we were 
awakened every morning by childish 
voices piping a Catholic hymn; and all 
day long we had the benefit of the lessons, 
as, according to universal custom in these 
countries, the children study aloud, this 
one shouting out his arithmetic, that one 
bis grammar, and a third his spelling les­ 
son. The scholars are of all classes, from 
the well-dressed sons of the Jefe Politico 
to the hare-footed Indian children. Some 
of the boys are designed for the priest­ 
hood, and all are sedulously trained in the 
Catholic route to heaven. That the path 
was somewhat thorny was evidenced bv 
the frequent sound of Idpws and the 
bowlings of some poor little urchin. 
Then there is the market plaza, always 
crowded with Indians and Cholos, where 
all the merchandise that reaches this se­ 
cluded spot is exposed for sale in oj>en 
liooths or on the ground, from Indian em­ 
broidery to Parisian fabrics, meat, fruit 
and vegetables. Fronting one side of this 
{daza is the village church, and as Sunday 
is the great gala and business day of the 
week, we were compelled to force' a path 
through the crowd, stepping over little 
heaps ot vegetables, cheese and other com­ 
modities on our way to the sanctuary. 
To kneel among a throng of Indians on 
a floor whose bricks have been worn thin 
by the knees of centuries of worshipers, 
while mass is chanted and incense burned, 
is not an uncommon exjierience ; but few 
church-goers in any land were treated to 
finer music on that bright Sunday morn­ 
ing than we in this far’ country. One of 
our party, a type of the best class of Span­ 
ish-Americans, is a musical composer of 
unusual genius; and having iteen invited 
by the cure, he ascended the rickety organ 
loft and made the long-silent and decrepit 
old instrument s|>eak as never in the 
palmiest days of its youth. 1 am afraid 
that the music, mostly improvised, now 
solemn, now joyous, was hardly in accord 
with the mass: but that it reached the 
dullest heart was shown by the tears 
that fell from many eyes. The poor In­ 
dian, the barefooted Cholo girl with her 
baby of unknown parentage slung on her 
back, and the lady of higher degree wept 
without knowing why. that the music ex­ 
pressed, as words could not, the pain and 
passion and disappointment of human life, 
its brief snatche- of pleasure and the inev­ 
itable end of all in darkness and mvsterv. 
The cure of Chulumani is a character 
not to lie passed without mention. Barelv 
24 years of age. remarkably handsome in 
a dark, sharp-featured way, educated far 
beyond the ken of his associates, and with 
almost unlimited power in his little world, 
his outlook upon life is certainly not a 
sombre one. After mass his youthful ex­ 
cellency called upon us, in long black 
gown and silky wide-hriiumed hat, tied up 
at the sides, shbvcl fashion, with black 
cords and tassels, and in course of conver­ 
sation informed us that a kind of musical 
reunion was held at his house on Sunday 
evenings, in which his friends partici- 
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pated, and invited us to join the company. 
Well, we went, though onlvj for half an 
hour, having been nearly scared out of 
going at all by reports that reached us in 
the interim. The well-furnished drawing­ 
room contained a fine piano, a cabinet 
organ, guitars, violins and other musical 
instruments. Our Spanish-American genius 
rendered some operatic selections, the 
house-s rrvants were called in to give us a 
specimen of native music, and the call was 
concluded with the most pleasant impres­ 
sions on all sides. It came out afterwards, 
however, that we did not see anything of 
the real entertainment of the evening, for 
our musical friend, understanding the ways 
of his countrymen better than we, slipped 
over beforehand and posted the priest as 
to what is not customary among los Amen 
canos, and then judiciously hurried us 
away before many of the gue3ts arrived 
and the dancing and wine-drinking began. 
I mention this not to defame the bov cure, 
who no doubt lives up to his lights; but 
l>eg my readers to remember that in many 
lands there are other ways than ours of re­ 
garding the Sabbath and its obligations. 
Here the people- do not reserve their out­ 
ward piety for that day alone, but go t* 
church every day in the year, and look 
upon the seventh day as ons of recreation 
and amusement, after morning service has 
been duly attended. 
The interesting cure has another house 
in the adjacent village of Chirca, his 
proper home, wherein we breakfasted in 
course of our journey, when the master 
was absent. Such a queer abode it is, the 
living rooms above, the animals stabled 
below, the walls of the patio painted with 
life-size soldiers in scarlet and blue, a 
rampant lion with yellow mane and 
emerald eyes, and other striking devices. 
Under a bench in a room where we break­ 
fasted I oltserved a suit of armor, breast­ 
plate, helmet and all, which had probably 
belonged to some crusading ancestor. 
There were scraps of wonderful tapestry 
on the walls, and rare old pictures, though 
the floor was bare and the furniture of the 
simplest character. Among a pile of books. 
Catholic Brevariums and ponderous tomes 
in Greek and Eatin, were many specimens 
of modern literature in other languages, 
including Eugene, Sue, Ouida and M. 
Zola’s latest and nastiest. 
How out of place the handsome cure 
must look amid such surroundings, and 
what an example he affords of the effect 
of education, of having eaten of “the fruit 
of the tree of good and evil,” or perhaps of 
the phrase “A little learning is a danger­ 
ous thing!” His mother, whom we natu­ 
rally mistook for a servant, in a dirtv 
black dress and manta, with a man’s baton 
her head, did not speak during our stay, 
but sat on a rude bench absorbed in a cig­ 
arette. 
Chirca is the most picturesque village I 
have yet seen, perched on an outstretched 
arm of the Andes, with lofty bights on 
every hand. The roof-tiles of its houses 
are green with moss, and on many of them 
grass and bushes are growing. For some 
unknown reason the village is nearly de­ 
serted. In the center of Its grassy plaza is 
a Grecian-temple sort of structure’ of plas­ 
tered adobe, now empty, which probably 
once served as a market house. Just above 
the town on the slope of the mountain is 
an ancient wall with quaint arched gate­ 
way outlining the paseo, or public promen­ 
ade, which used to be the scene of Sunday 
gaiety in Chirca’s flourishing days. The* 
beautiful old church, inclosed within a 
wall as high as itself, with a huge wooden 
gate facing the plaza, is surrounded by a 
luxuriant garden ol roses and orange trees. 
The main church, which has now mostly 
fallen into disuse except by Indians, who 
straggle in to say their prayers, has some 
remarkable images. The one which seems 
to receive most attention is a figure of 
Christ about four feet high, attired in a 
white ‘‘Mother Hubbard” with one foot 
protruding, the great toe of which has ac­ 
tually been nearly worn off'by the kisses of 
worshipers. 
Another image represents 
Christ about three feet high, attired in a 
magnificent cloth-of-gold gown with long 
train, and on the head a mass of real hair 
(yellow) falling below the knees. 
The pride of the town is in an upper 
hall of the same building, a little back of 
the church proper and reached by an out­ 
side stairway, in which worship ’ is con­ 
ducted on all ftsta days. When the splen­ 
did curtain of cloth-of-gold that hides the 
altar is rolled away, several life-sized fig­ 
ures are disclosed, all ins-t richly dressed. 
The virgin is particularly gorgeous, having 
jewels wrought all over her robe, on her 
head a tall golden crown, and encircling 
all a kind of half cart wheel, the spokes 
turned outward (supposed to represent 
rays of glory), all of pure gold. As a 
country, Bolivia is very poor, and the ma­ 
jority of her people enjoy few of the com­ 
forts of life ; yet the tumble-down sanctu­ 
ary of this deserted village contains 
enough gold and silver in its altar-facings, 
lamps, crucifixes, vestments, etc., to restore 
the fortunes of Chirca, i iild school-houses 
and render all its inhabi..uit., comfortable 
for life. 
From Chirca to the next town, called 
Chupe (pronounced (Chew-pay) the road 
is simply horrible—a narrow trail on the 
brink of stupendous precipices, winding 
uji and down and round and round as only 
Andean passes can, several miles of the 
way being a regular series of stairs cut in 
the_ rock, down which our mules picked 
their wav step by step. \\ hen one learns 
to ride with complacency over that road, 
he is prepared for any saddle exploit on 
record, or off 
Following the course of the Cluijte river, 
winding far below—feeling ourselves filled 
to the brim with the national dish called 
“chupe,” having had little else to eat for 
a fortnight—we arrived at the village of 
Chu|>e an hour after nightfall, and learned 
to our distress that the hamlet contained 
no tambo nor a spare room in any of the 
jtoor casas; the only place of refuge being 
the empty school-house, where the few 
travelers who come this way are jiermitted 
to lodge! So set up on edge is this little 
town by reason of its sharp hills, that 
though the front door of this tiny temple 
of learning opens upon the street’in regu­ 
lar tashion, its back door is high in air 
with a lower story below it. This conve­ 
nient ground floor, which is sometimes 
used for stabling mules and other useful 
purposes, now served as a dormitory for 
the gentlemen, while the ladies of the 
party established themselves above. Im­ 
agine a low, narrow room witli earth floor 
and no windows, a row of tienches extend­ 
ing all around the walls with desks before 
them, and you have the Chape school- 
house. Hungry and tired, we hastened to 
make chocolate over an alcohol lamp, 
spread our canned supplies upon the desk», 
and were about to enjoy the picnic meal, 
when a delegation of “leading citizens” 
appeared at the door to escort us to the 
house of the jefe, or local magistrate, 
where dinner had been expressly prepared. 
To have refused would have looked like 
base ingratitude; so with a regretful glance 
at our own little spread, we dragged our 
weary limbs down the steep street to a 
one-rooin cam, where most of the popula­ 
tion was assembled with open-mouthed 
curiosity. There was chujte of course, and 
nothing else except a huge pile of lioiled 
bananas to lie eaten in place of bread, fol­ 
lowed by bitter coffee without milk or 
sugar. \\ lien the banquet was concluded 
(and paid for at the rate of 50 cents per 
capita;, we hastened back to the school- 
house and topped off with what the prowl­ 
ing dogs and boys had left of our repast. 
Another interesting village in the Yun­ 
gas department is named Yanacachi. Its 
queer little casas are all two-storied, and 
nearly everybody lives above, reaching his 
door by outside adobe stairs, not running 
straight up, but crosswise of ' 
' 
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was built by the Spaniards soon after the ! lessness of their lives. 


massive plates of silver—square yards of 
it—curiously wrought with faces and 
figures and quaint inscriptions. All this 
still remains, after more than three cen­ 
turies, though Indians and Cholos, who 
have no idea of its real beauty and value, 
are now the only communicants. Besides 
the altar front, there are hundreds of dol­ 
lars worth of pure silver in bars and rail­ 
ings, lamps and crucifixes—while most of 
the half-naked wretches who kneel before 
them never knew in their lives what it is 
to have hunger completely satisfied. 
The churchyard with its thickets of red 
roses is surrounded by a high wall of un­ 
even stones, jutting up here and there a 
curious little sugar-loaf tower. The bell- 
tower, overgrown from top to bottom with 
ferns and bushes, stands some distance 
from the main edifice. Climbing the adobe 
staircase that winds inside to a somewhat 
dangerous perch among the bells and a 
colony of doves, one may enjoy a beautiful 
view of the surrounding country. 
Being obliged to stop some days in this 
village, your correspondent spent most of 
her time in the old church. Its inner 
walls are blackened by time and leakage. 
The square bricks that once floored it are 
mostly worn away, and the roof, of bamboo 
woven together, is propped and stayed 
overhead by a perfect labyrinth of cross­ 
pieces formed of small trees merely 
stripped of their bark. The two high, 
square apertures that serve for windows, 
show the enormous thickness of the walls 
and were once furnished with iron bars 
which long since rusted away. Along 
each side runs an adobe bench, "much too 
high and damp for comfort, but quite good 
enough for its purpose, as here the men 
sit at ease while their mothers, wives, 
sisters and sweethearts kneel on the dirty 
floor praying for their ungrateful lords, as 
women will the wide world over. 
Opposite the little round pulpit, which 
is reached by a flight of adobe stairs, and 
hung with rich hand-wrought lace, now 
tattered and yellow, in a large shrine 
painted blue and orange, hangs the bleed­ 
ing figure on the cross, in a short but 
gorgeous skirt of Japanese embroidery on 
purple satin. Below stands the Mother of 
Sorrows with seven silver-handled daggers 
sticking in her heart; and by her side is 
St. Joseph, looking the youngest of the 
party, in a splendid dressing-gown in­ 
wrought with gold. In grotesque incon­ 
gruity with the massive richness of the 
silver altar are the tawdry images ujiou 
it. Among them are two angels with tiny 
wings, embroidered pantalettes reaching 
the tops of their white shoes, dresses of 
white muslin and ribbon sashes in Bo­ 
livia’s national colors (red, yellow and 
green ) bound across their breasts. Among 
others equally peculiar is a figure of 
Christ mounted on a gaily comparisoned 
wooden donkey, dressed as a Spanish cav­ 
alier—sombrero, top-boots, rapier and all 
—about to make his entry into Jerusalem. 
On Palm Sunday this image is tarried in 
procession through the streets of the town 
and the people cast their palms before it, 
in full belief of some mysterious blessing. 
Notwithstanding its store of solid silver, 
of which everybody appears to have for­ 
gotten the value, the chtirch-vard gate 
stands open night and day, and'the door 
of the sanctuary has no lock at all. Oc­ 
casionally a blanketed Indian slouches in 
and mutters a prayer before the splendid 
altar, or a bird flies in at the window to 
her nest in the bamboo roof, and on Snn 
davs mass is said by the village cure to a 
small congregation óf Cholos and Indians; 
but for the most part this moldering 
monument of other days is neglected and 
forgotten. 
One early morning a sound of wailing 
in the rear of the church attracted F. and 
me to the spot. 
We found a group of In­ 
dians, thirty or more, about to lower a 
corpse into a grave thev had dug close up 
to the foundation walls. The body, that 
of a young man, was rolled up in his pon­ 
cho, with bare feet protruding and bushy 
black hair falling over his shoulders. 
M hen laid, coffin-less in the grave, a cor­ 
ner of the blanket was spread over his 
face and the dirt shoveled on, while the 
bystanders howled and shrieked in excess 
of sorrow 
When the cavity was nearly 
filled the shoveler jumped in and stamped 
the earth down with his feet to make all 
snug; then two or three Indians brought 
their ponchos full of large stones, which 
were loosely piled on top, and a poor little 
cross of wild cane, the arms tied on with 
a bit of string, was set up between the 
stones. 
This completed the interment, but the 
performance had hardly begun. If there 
is such a thing as “the luxury of grief,” 
these lowly people enjoy it to the fall and 
it is the only luxury that enters into their 
wretched lives. Such sobs and cries and 
groans I never heard as the women threw 
themselves on the ground in frenzy and 
the faces of the men were convulsed with 
feeling and streaming with tears. To be 
sure they were all more or less under the 
influence of native alcohol and probably 
had been for twenty-four hours or moré, 
hut that is the regular funeral custom 
among the Quichuas and their way of 
showing respect to the dead. 
It is also their custom when a person is 
believed to be dying to tie a cord tightly 
around his neck, with a stick in it,-and 
then to twist the latter, a la garrotte, until 
the last breath is forced out of the body. 
The explanation is that the devil stands 
by, ready to grab the departing soul and 
carry it down to purgatory: but by this 
choking process the soul is kept in’ for a 
while and his Satanic majesty outwitted. 
That mistakes sometimes occur and a man 
is made to die who otherwise wouldn’t, 
seems probable. 
The mother of the deceased, an old 
crone in short dress of blue flannel, bare 
feet and grav hair braided down her hack, 
was the object of universal condolence, 
together with the brothers and sisters. 
One after another would rush up and em­ 
brace them and relate some anecdote or 
incident in the life of him they mourned : 
whereupon the sobs and wails would break 
out afresh. 
Suddenly it seemed to dawn 
npon them that two white women, with 
compassionate looks, were standing among 
them. For a moment they appeared half 
dazed and then most of them threw them­ 
selves on their knees at our feet, with out­ 
stretched arms and imploring words, (in 
Quichua, which of course we do not under­ 
stand) addressing us as “Ma-ma,” their 
highest term of reverence, it having been 
the name of the Sun-god’s wife, whom 
their ancestors adored. 
What ideas were 
flitting through their darkened minds I 
do not know ; but thesight was too pitiful, 
and being unable to say a word for their 
consolation we scatteréd among them 
every piece of coin we possessed and beat 
a hasty retreat. 
An hour later I returned to the church­ 
yard to see how our dusky friends were 
getting on with their funeral. They had 
left the grave and seated themselves under 
the shadow of the rose bushes in a circle 
on the ground. In the center was spread 
a small cloth covered with boiled potatoes; 
but no one seemed disposed to eat and one 
after another continued to relate something 
he or she had known of the dead man in 
life, after the manner of an “exjierience 
meeting” among onr Methodist brethren, 
or showed some garment he had worn, or ; 
implement of labor he had used, while the : 
tears and sobs went on unabated and the ; 
bottle of alcohol circulated freely. Of course ' 
they would get gloriously intoxicated, 
mother and all, and remain so while the j 
supply lasted. It was no time or occasion ¡ 
for missionary work even had one iteen able * 
to speak their language: but I gave them ! 
more immediate and sui>stautial comfort by ! 
borrowing all the small coin our party pos­ 
sessed and distributing it among them, de- j 
the house ; voutly hoping they would invent ever’- cent ) 
ever saw, ! of it in alcohol and remain insensible as 
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conquest, in those flush times when gold 
and silver wrested from the natives were 
more plentiful than wood in treeless sec­ 
tions for building purposes. The entire 
front of the high altar is faced with 
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There is quite a difference between a 
compost heap and a manure heap. When 
manure is thrown on a heap, left undis­ 
turbed and exposed to all kinds of 
weather, it sutlers loss of fertilizing m at­ 
ter in many different ways; but the com­ 
post heap is a veritable manufactory of 
fertilizer, and is more valuable for all pur­ 
poses than manure from the stable. While 
the food and the management ef the ma­ 
nure gives it its value, the farmer is 
limited to such amount as may be voided 
by his animals; but the compost heap 
opens a wider field for his operations bv 
enabling him to make more manure than 
he could secure from his animals. 
The filling of the pig-pen with large 
quantities of dirt, leaves or other litter 
does not really make manure, for the pig 
cannot make something out of nothing. 
He works and roots in the litter, mixing 
it with the manure, and at the end of the 
year the farmer hauls away several loads 
of what he considers first-class manure, 
but he has secured no more real manure 
than the pig would have produced under 
any circumstances, whether he had litter 
or not, and the mass is nothing more nor 
less than compost, but it will show as good 
results as any other kind of manure, be­ 
cause it is composed of absorbent material 
that has preserved the manure and pre­ 
vented loss of value. The making of com­ 
post is the accumulation of any and everv- 
thing that can be added to the manure, all 
liquids entering into the heap, and 
nothing wasted. 
The compost heap is really the “savings 
bank” of the farm, for it induces the 
farmer not only to accumulate but to save. 
The weeds, feathers, blood from slaughtered 
animals, soapsuds, night soil, and even 
earth, are thrown 
the heap, to the ad­ 
vantage of ridding ™te farm of many un­ 
sightly objects, while the manure from the 
stable, which becomes a part of the com­ 
post heait, is better preserved and its value 
increased. As all the materials of-a com­ 
post heap are tine, the farmer can more 
easily haul and spread the compost, and 
the plants will find it more available as 
food. The compost heap, however, should 
receive attention. It should be urnler 
cover, and 
occasionally forked over. 
Though sufficient heat will he generated 
to decompose the coarse materials, vet 
there is less risk of “fire-fanging” tlian 
with manure, and more plant food can be 
collected in this manner than from any 
other mode.— Philadelphia Record. 
THE ACIDS OF FRUITS. 
George W. Johnson, in his “Chemistry 
of the World.” says, in describing the 
“vegetable food of the world ”: “The grate­ 
ful acid of the rhubarb leaf arises from 
the malic acid and bin-oxalate of potash 
which it contains; the acidity of the 
lemon, orange and other species of the 
genus citrus is caused by the abundance 
of citric acid which their juice contains; 
that of the cherry, plum, appfe and pear 
from the malic acid in their pulp; that of 
gooseberries and currants, black, red'and 
white, from a mixture of malic and citric 
acids; that of the grape from a mixture of 
malic and tartaric acids ; that of the mango 
from citric acid and a very fugitive essen­ 
tial oil ;_that of the tamarind from a mix­ 
ture of citric, malic aud tartaric acids; the 
flavor of asparagus from tartaric acid, 
found also in the root of the marshmal­ 
low ; and that of the cucumber, from a pe­ 
culiar poisonous ingredient called fungin, 
which is found in ail fungi, and is the 
cause of the cucumber being offensive to 
some stomachs. 
“It will be observed that rhubarb is the 
only fruit which contains binoxalate of 
potash in conjunction with an acid. 
It is 
this ingredient which renders this fruit so 
wholesome at the early commencement of 
the summer, and this is one of the wise 
provisions of nature for supplying a blood 
purifier at a time when it is likelv to be 
most needed. 
Beet roots owes its nutri­ 
tious quality to about 9 per cent, of sugar 
which it contains, and its flavor to a pecu­ 
liar substance containing nitrogen mixed 
with pectic acid. The carrot owes its fat­ 
tening powers also to the sugar, and its 
flavor to a peculiar fatty oil; the horse­ 
radish derives its flavor and blistering 
power irom a volatile acrid oil. The Jeru­ 
salem artichoke contains 141 per cent, of 
sugar and 3 per cent, of inulin (a variety of 
starch), besides gum and a peculiar sub­ 
stance to which its flavor is owing; and 
lastly, garlic and the rest of the onion fam­ 
ily, derive their peculiar odor from a yel­ 
lowish, voliate, acrid oil; but they are 
nutritious from containing nearly halftheir 
weight of gummy and glutinous substances 
not yet clearly defined.” 
CARE OF YOUNG TREES. 
\ ery few of the young trees receive the 
proper care and attention after they have 
been planted until they have reached 
sturdy maturity. Many magnificent trees 
have grown up to fine proportions, and 
lived to a good old age, without care or 
forethought from man; but the proportion 
of good trees that survive to the whole 
number which spring up annually is very 
small indeed. Nature is so lavish with 
her seeds that some must survive; but her 
work can be greatly supplemented by man. 
Every newly-planted tree should have a 
stake for a support, to keep it from being 
whipped about by the wind. The trees 
should lie fastened to the stakes by strips 
of cloth, or some substance that will not 
cut into the tree.' After they are planted 
thorough cultivation should be given, the 
ground around them being stirred everv 
two or three weeks until the first of Sep­ 
tember. Sometimes a mulch of straw or 
manure around the trees will answer the 
same purpose as stirring the soil. The 
trees must be watched during the growing 
season and injurious insects and borers 
kept down. 
The whole shape of the tree should be 
made during its first year or two of growth, 
and a great deal of injurious pruning will 
then be saved. A bud may lie pinched off 
with less loss to the tree than the pruning 
off of a large branch later in life. Very 
llttle of thumb pruning will be needed the 
first year, but during the second and third 
it may he employed quite extensively. 
The tree can thus be easily shaped with­ 
out any loss of vital force. Pruning will 
then l>e necessary, however, to supplement 
the thumb-pinching work. This will be 
required every year for some time, if it is 
desired to give the tree a noble, symmet­ 
rical appearance. Wherever a false or 
unimportant leader crosses a good branch, 
or an incipient fork threatens the life and 
beauty of the tree, or a branch is found 
growing in the wrong direction, the thumb 
or pruning-knife should he used as soon as 
jiossible. The earlier in the life of the 
tree that this work is done the less will be 
the injury done the tree growth.— Practical 
Fanner. 
STRAWBERRY EXPERIENCE. 
A 'reaesf-e county (N. Y.) correspond­ 
ent of the Country Gentleman writes: I 
well remember the first crop of strawberries 
I raised ; have never grown so good aone 
sídcc. The ground was a gravelly clay, 
very stony; was plowed and manured early 
in the spring. While setting out the 
plants, an old gentleman came along and 
stopped to watch us. Finally he said, 
“You are not setting them right.” 1 asked 
why. He said he was from a strawberry 
district in Canada, and had worked at it 
a good deal. Then he showed us how. 
Taking a plant in the left hand he dug a 


hole with his right, and as he put the 
plant in he gave it a shake that spread the 
roots out; then covered with earth. I 
hired him to set the rest. How they did 
grow! The rows were four feet apart, and 
by fall had just room enough to walk be­ 
tween them. They were mulched in 
spring with straw. It was a sight to see 
the berries when ready to pick ; they lit­ 
erally covered the ground. I counted 114 
berries on one plant of Wilson : the planta­ 
tion yielded ItiS bushels to the acre. I 
have heard of raising 200 to the acre, but 
it does not seem as though any more ber­ 
ries could hang on plants than were on 
these. I left the plants for another year 
and set out a fresli piece, thinking I would 
make myself rich in a few years. The 
next crop on the first piece was only 15 
bushels. I have made up my mind that it 
does not pay to take more than one crop. 
The Wilson is a heavy bearer, hut not 
vigorous enough. I like the Crescent 
better. 
PEANUT OIL. 
From a book which has recently been 
published in New Y'ork on the peanut 
plant and its uses, we gather the following 
information regarding the making of oil 
from peanuts, and when it is remembered 
that about two million bushels of peanuts 
are produced yearly in the United States, 
which are used for food alone, it looks as 
if the industry of peanut growing, which 
has proved so adaptable to California, is 
capable of practically unlimited expansion. 
The oil of the peanut is regarded as equal 
to sweet and olive oil, and may be em­ 
ployed lor every purpose to which these 
are applied. This would at once give a 
commanding position to the peanut, were 
it used for no other purpose. Olive oil is 
largely consumed for culinarv uses, in 
manufacturing and in tie arts. ’ A bushel 
of peanuts, twenty pounds in the hull, 
when subjected to hydraulic pressure, is 
said to yield nearly a gallon* of oil. The 
yield by cold pressure is from 40 to 50 per 
cent, of the shelled kernels, though if heat 
be used a larger quantity of oil, but an in­ 
ferior quality, is obtained. The best pea­ 
nut oil is nearly liquid, with a faint agree­ 
able odor and a bland taste, resembling 
that of olive oil. It is more limpid than 
olive oil and becomes quite thick when 
exposed to a temperature a few degrees be­ 
low the freezing point of water. During 
the late war peanut oil was extensively ap­ 
plied in the Southern machine shopsj and 
was regarded as superior in its lubricating 
qualities to whale oil. For burning it is 
highly esteemed, but the chief use to 
which the oil is put at the present time is 
in making soap. There was imported into 
Marseilles, France, in one year from the 
west coast of Africa nearly §5,000,000 
worth of peanuts to be used in the manu­ 
facture of soap. The oil cake is highly es­ 
teemed as focal for cattle.— California Fruit 
Grotcer. 
CUT DOWN THE WEEDS. 
_ As you drive over the various counties 
in the State, you will see everywhere great 
patches of thistles or other troublesome 
weeds, and even around the door-yards and 
out-buildings of many of the ranches, the 
same thing is noticed. It certainlv seems 
as if the farmers for the sake of looks, if 
not in the interests of agriculture, would 
go out and cm down these pests before 
they mature seed. This would largely de­ 
stroy the crop for next year, which, ii' left 
alone, will be a hundred times greater 
than the present one. We are in favor of 
passing a law compelling everv man, it 
matters not how lazy lie may be, to destroy 
the weed |>ests of the thistle class which 
are found on his premises.—California 
F^-uit-Grover. 
FARM NOTES. 
W ire screens in the stable windows to 
keep out insects will enable tired horses to 
rest better at night. 
Keep alfalfa closely cropped if the weeds 
are growing among it. Iii this manner the 
weeds will be killed, while the alfalfa be­ 
comes stronger. 
The popularity of the Merino sheep is 
largely due to the fact that it is an active 
forager, and that a larger number can be 
kept together than of any other breed. 
If you must, or think you must, feed 
corn to the horses during the winter, do 
let up on the practice in summer. Feed­ 
ing a horse corn in summer is a good deal 
like building a fire in the parlor stove on 
the Fourth of July. 
It does not pay to put the best fruit or 
vegetables on top and have the purchaser 
find something not so good when he 
reaches the bottom, as it makes him suspi­ 
cious, the consequence being that the sale 
of good fruit is injured. 
The price of the cow does not indicate 
her value as a producer. Gilt-edged butter 
is something that depends on how it is 
made. The cow gives the milk, but upon 
the management of the milk, cream aud 
butter depends the quality. 
There is never too much good butter on 
the market, but there is always a large 
supply of inferior butter. The prices are 
not regulated by the quantity so much as 
by che quality. Good butter sells at a 
high price at all seasons of the year. 
W hen beets, carrots or parsnips do not 
appear tc grow, though given every op­ 
portunity by manure and cultivation, the 
slow growth may be due to the plants be­ 
ing too close in the rows. Thinning out 
the plants just after a rain will be of ad­ 
vantage. 
The Michigan Farmer says: “When you 
kick a cow just pause and thiqk that you 
are kicking dollars out of your pocket ; 
and when you pound her with the milk 
stool, that you are robbing your wife and 
children of the necessaries, and you prob­ 
ably won’t do it. 
The cultivation given the corn crop 
when it is young is the most important. 
M hen the plants get a good start and are 
kept clear of weeds, they will soon be in a 
conditioned better withstand the drought. 
It is the first four weeks treatment of the 
corn crop that exerts the most beneficial 
influence on the yield. 
It should not he overlooked that the 
plants are enemies to each other, as there 
is a struggle for existence when they are 
crowded together. All plants above the 
number required are weeds, and do more 
injury than foreign weeds, as plants of the 
same kind desire the same kind of food. 
Hence, if four stalks of corn in a hill do 
not thrive well pull up one-half of them. 
The plant food in the soil will be more 
serviceable for a limited number of plants 
than for too many.

A JUDICIAL OUTRAGE. 
Professor Buchanan. Rev. Dr. Savage, A. 
B. Richmond, Hugh O. Pentecost, Hudson 
Tuttle and L. V. Moulton, as well as the 
editor, B. O. Flower, earnestly, convincingly 
and indignantly protest in the Arena for July 
against the ruling of the United States 
Courts in the case of Dr. Reid, the spirit­ 
ualist. They take the position, and we 
think correctly, that the decisions are 
direct assaults imperiling the liberty of 
citizenship. 
Reid is a spiritualist; he claims that he 
has peculiar psychometric and clairvoyant 
powers. Just what is their cause and 
origin he does not affirm, but permits it to 
be believed that they are spiritual 
Among his tests were that of reading 
sealed letters and giving intelligent and 
correct answers. 
For this service he 
charged a small fee. He received the 
letters and returned the replies through 
the United States mails. He was indicted 
for using the postal service to perpetrate 
fraud and wcs tried by a United States 
Court in Michigau, and on conviction ap­ 
pealed to the Circuit Court, which affirmed 
the decision of the Court below. 
On this trial the principal witnesses 
against him were those who claimed that 
two years previously Reid had confessed 
to them that his test was a trick and a 
fraud. In his defense he ottered forty wit­ 
nesses to prove that he did actually and 
beyond all possibility of fraud just what he 
claimed to he able to accomplish. The 
Court refused to allow him to introduce 
such testimony, on the ground that it was 
out of all reason that he could do anything 
that he claimed; that any evidence of 
supematuralism could not be heard by the 
Court or jury : that the Court knew and 
all knew that there could be no such 
thing as spirit communication with mor­ 
tals ; that there is no precedent for such a 
thing ; that it would lie an outrage upon 
law to permit such testimony as wa- of­ 
fered. 
The defendant then ottered in oj>en 
Court to demonstrate his powers and to 
read and answer any letter the Judge 
might take from his pocket and hold 
sealed in his hand. He ottered that proof 
in answer to the charge that he had de­ 
frauded by “pretending” to read sealed 
letters. 
The Court refused the otter, declaring 
that it was ridiculous, impossible, and 
charged Reid with assuming a Divine gift 
possessed by no one else. Counsel con­ 
tended with the Court that the best evi­ 
dence of which a case in its nature is sus­ 
ceptible, should be produced, and that a 
demonstration was the best evidence ; that 
not a single witness had testified that he 
had been defrauded ; that the offer to 
prove bv forty witnesses that the claim of 
Reid was true, was a legitimate otter. To 
all this the Court replied that any claim 
to unusual, apparently superhuman power, 
and to spirit converse, was outrageous, in 
defiance of precedent, and would not lie 
permitted. 
The action of the Court was “outrage­ 
ous;” it was subversive of the liberty of 
the citizen; it was a dangerous assault 
upon the most vital principle of human 
freedom ; it strikes at the very root and 
foundation of self-government. Whatever 
the powers of Reid may be; whether he is 
aided by spiritual influenoes, or is pos­ 
sessed of mental vision beyond the gen­ 
eral knowledge or experience of m en: 
whether he is mind-reader, psychometrici 
a fraud, a hypnotic, clairvoyant or the 
devil, makes no sort of difference what­ 
ever : cuts no figure in the case of any 
character whatever, He was on trial for 
an alleged crime; he enjoved the presump­ 
tion of innocence. 
Now his right to be heard in his own 
defense was undeniable, in justice; but 
when the Court, upon the basis of its own 
prejudices, beliefs and traditions, refused 
him the right to prove that he could do 
genuinely what he was charged with doing 
fraudulently, and cut him off from a sa­ 
cred right and reduced him to the pitiful 
condition of a slave who could not be 
heard in his own defense, it practically 
declared, as Mr. Richmond has well put it, 
that the liberty of the citizen should per­ 
ish that precedents might be maintained. 
Suppose a priest had been before the 
Court on the charge of defrauding, in ac­ 
cepting alms for the church, in payment 
for service at the altar in otter of prayers 
for mitigation of the pains of purgatory 
visited upon the souls of the dead.

AND NOW FOB 
The celebration of 
A REFORM. 
the fourth dav of 
July is conducted in defiance of law, so 
far as one feature is concerned—the ex 
plosion of fire-crackers and bombs upon 
the streets and in the alleys and lots. For 
some inscrutable reason the authorities all 
over the State on that day close their 
eyes and ears to the infractions of the law 
Now, it is worth while to consider if 
we are justified in such procedure. We 
think that sensible people, after a little 
thought upon the subject, will arrive at 
the conclusion that it is a very unwise 
thing to do, this winking at the violation 
of the law in the matter of exploding 
crackers and bombs. W e‘maintain a fire 
department at heavy expense; a fire 
service water-pressure system at about 
equal cost, and we pay heavily for insur­ 
ance. On the fourth day of July we put 
an extra strain upon both departments, 
pull out our policies and see to it that 
they are alive and safe. Then we pro 
ceed to attach the garden hose, fill barrels 
and buckets, wet down the home prem 
ises, nail up gratings, and prepare for a 
day of unrest and nervous anxiety. 
All this is done, simply to enable boys 
and some men to explode fire-crackers and 
bombs, and throw the burning debris 
where they will. The discomfort to the 
nervous, the downright inhumanity to the 
sick, the frightening of horses and the 
blowing out of eyes and the disfiguring of 
countenances, may all be cast out of the 
calculation, but are nevertheless im|>or- 
tant elements in it. The question re­ 
mains, then, “Is the explosion of fire­ 
crackers and bombs, etc., with the risk of 
conflagration attaching, necessary to the 
proper celebration of the national holi­ 
day ? Is it denying young or old America 
any desirable privilege, any lesson in 
patriotism, or any instruction in Amer­ 
icanism to shut off the indiscriminate 
license of shooting Chinese crackers and 
other explosives, that leave behind them 
burning material that endangers prop­ 
erty and renders life a torture to the verv 
many?” 
We thins with the San Francisco Bulle­ 
tin. that society will have to come around 
to better regulation in this matter. It is 
not necessary that the national holiday 
shall be celebrated with the racket and 
uproar and appliances of barbarism. It is 
not essential to patriotic manifestation 
that the well shall be blown up, the sick 
imperiled, and property put in imminent 
danger. The use of cannon and even of 
gun salutes at sunrise, noon and sunset 
ought to be sufficient noise for those who 
delight in it. All of us who in earlier 
years have indulged in the cracker and 
bomb racket, have come to realize that it 
is not American in any sense, and that in 
the explosion of these dangerous imple­ 
ments we but imitate the heathen who in­ 
vent and manufacture the things. We can 
understand now that the “the Fourth” can 
be and should be celebrated in a manner 
less noisy, and that will not imperil life 
and property, as the present system cer­ 
tainly does. 
In Sacramento the “Fourth” practically 
began on the second, so far as the use of 
explosive was concerned, and we were thus 
three days and nights sleepless and in 
peril. That we escaped a serious conflagra 
tion and got off with four fires, was the 
cause of congratulation, thankfulness and 
remark on all sides among householders on 
Saturday and yesterday. 
If the people as a whole are then so 
nervouF,and so dread the infliction as they 
certainly do, why is it that they put up 
with it? The question is not difficult to 
answer; it is simply because they have 
mistakenly come to look upon the evil as 
irresistible. But it is not. There is no 
reason whatever why the boys of to-day 


i* Vo prohibit these practices 
increasing in force and reckless- 
nessj ? 
making it exceedingly danger­ 
ous fftr a woman to appear upon the streets 
°D . the Fourth of July, for all who do are 
constant danger of having their cloth­ 
ing set on fire, while all drivers of spirited 
horses realize that they are in peril. It 
will be easy to enforce the prohibition of 
the law. 
The public squares and open 
spaces can be set apart for those who wish 
to manifest their enthusiasm by such 
methods as we have been treating and 
these spaces are numerous and widely dis­ 
tributed in ^Sacramento. 
There they can 
indulge to their hearts’ content, and will 
harm none but themselves. There are 
some cities in the Union, we believe, 
where just-such a regulation is enforced. 
W hile there may be some who will ex­ 
claim against the suggestion, and intimate 
that it will be cruel to deprive “Young 
America” of his “sport,” in their hearts 
citizens know we speak truly, when we de­ 
clare that the game is not worth the 
candle, the “sport” is not justified by the 
results. Nor is it true that we would de­ 
prive YouDg America of any legitimate 
“fun.” He can go to the places assigned 
and explode his missiles at will, and put out 
his eyes if he chooses, just as well as on 
the public streets and with a great deal 
more of satisfaction to the householder, 
the invalid and to street pedestrians, 
while the city will save a considerable 
outlay that every “run” in response to a 
fire alarm occasions. 
It is moreover to be noted that the chief 
dangers on the streets from use of ex­ 
plosives come not from boys more than 
from young and old men, and in very 
many cases from drunken men, who, by 
their reckless throwing of bombs endan­ 
ger lives and put in peril of wounding all 
who pass in carriages, and nearly all who 
pass upon the walkways. 
Now while the memory of the racket 
and peril of the Fourth is fresh, let the 
Trustees take hold of the matter and give 
dealers and all others a full year of warn­ 
ing, that on the next Fourth of July the 
ordinance will be enforced, but that it will 
be amended so as to permit the firing of 
crackers and bombs upon public squares 
and in vacant blocks where the propertv 
owners give consent.

It will demand of Congress a clear defini­ 
tion of what constitutes an original pack­ 
age, and the enactment of a law that shall 
be a rule for determining when the act of 
commerce ceases—and that should be upon 
delivery to first hands.

BRAZIL'S COMPLIMENT. 
Brazil’s new Constitution very closely 
copies after that of the United States. It 
provides that there shall be freedom of 
press and speech and conscience, no con­ 
ferment of title, no titled classes, and no 
laws of entail or attainder. Congress is 
to be composed of a House of Represent­ 
atives and a Senate. Both are to lie 
chosen by popular vote and Congress is to 
elect the first President. After that an 
electoral college, with representation based 
on that for Congressman, is to select the 
President, the people choosing the electors 
of the college as we do. The President is 
to serve six years, and is to be ineligible 
for re-election for ten years after election 
for his term. Each State is to have 
three Senators and the Representatives 
are to be 200 in number. The Executive 
is to be responsible to the people, and the 
Cabinet to the President. Congress in 
Brazil is to have much the same legisla­ 
tive power exercised by our own. 
It is thus seen that our organic instru­ 
ment commended itself to the statesmen 
of Brazil, and that, too, after a searching 
and patient inquiry into its practical 
working in the United States. As this 
amounts to a very favorable criticism by 
an impartial observer and earnest student, 
it ought to strengthen faith among our 
people in their Constitution and inspire 
for it still higher respect from others.

THE EXECUTION OF PANITZA. 
The Czar of Russia will never be able 
to efface the stigma of the execution of 
Major Panitza by Bulgarian authorities, 
for conspiring against the State. Panitza 
was a vain man, but as a soldier he did 
gallant service for Bulgaria. In an evil 
hour he was led astray by emissaries of 
the Czar, to do the service of Russia in 
Bulgaria. It would have been an office of 
honor for the Czar to have vigorously in­ 
terposed and saved the life of his servant, 
but he did not more than feebly request 
the extension of mercy to the unhappy 
man, who died with the cheer “Live Bul­ 
garia” upon his lips. 
When Russian agents, laden with Rus­ 
sian gold, came to Sofia, th?y hit upon 
Panitza, and convinced that gallant officer 
that his merits had not been duly recog­ 
nized by his ruler ; that he was entitled to 
promotion, and had l»een denied it with­ 
out cause. They seduced him, in short, 
iuto a conspiracy for the overthrow of the 
ruling prince and the seating of a Russian 
chosen ruler. The Russian Minister at 
Bucharest was the chief manager of the 
conspiracy, and had matters so far ad­ 
vanced that strong forces were gathered 
upon the frontier, ready at a moment’s 
notice to second the conspirators within 
when the signal should he given. 
But Major Panitza, in charge of the 
conspiracy at Sofia, was indiscreet, and 
confided his secret to supposed friends 
who at once informed the authorities, and 
his arrest and that of his colaborers fol­ 
lowed. He did not deny his g uilt; evi­ 
dently he expected Russia to intervene 
and save him, but the Czar made little 
objection, and only a feeble protest against 
his execution. The Bulgarian Govern 
ment, though well aware that Russia was 
at the bottom of tne whole affair, and that 
Panitza was a mere cat’s-paw, determined 
to make an example, anil show Russia 
that they ilared to sustain their own or­ 
ganization. So Major Panitza was led out 
to a convenient tree to be shot. He band­ 
aged his own eyes, asked for the privilege 
of a soldier to stand unbound, and with a 
cheer for his land fell with twenty-nine 
bullets piercing his bxiy. 
The Czar of Russia, in any light in 
which the matter can be viewed, is re­ 
sponsible for the death of the misguided 
man. The Czar acted a cowardly part in 
failing to succor the victim of his own 
plotting, and the verdict of all honorable 
men will condemn him for his treacherous 
desertion of the ill-fated officer.

If any grammar school scholar of the 
first grade should develop such ignorance 
of words that are very commonly used, he 
or she would be conditioned. Yet here 
we have adult persons claiming to be suffi­ 
ciently qualified to teach the English 
language, who do not know what so sim­ 
ple a word as resuscitate means, and who 
have no idea whatever of the meaning of 
so common a word as inscrutable, nor even 
how to spell it. It is evident that there is 
need for exceeding thoroughness in the 
examination of applicants for teachers’ 
certificates.

IN 


A striking example of the effect of the 
original package decision, as interpreted, 
we believe unwarrantably, is the advant­ 
age taken in Philadelphia. In that city 
great good has l>een accomplished by 
high license. The public revenue has 
been greatly increased, the number of 
saloons decreased, order conserved, drunk­ 
enness lessened, petty crime reduced by 
half and the costs of the police depart­ 
ment much lessened. In that city licenses 
were granted only on petition by propertv 
owners, proof of good character and the 
filing of a bond to keep an orderly place. 
The license could lie revoked at any time 
for violation of any orderly regulations 
established by the city, or for selling liquor 
to minors or for keeping a noisy place. 
Under the original package decision 
men of bad character who kept notorious 
dead-falls prior to the high license regu­ 
lation taking effect, and who had been re­ 
fused licenses by the License Court, have 
opened “original package saloons.” They

THE REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE CALLS 
ITS PRIMAHY ELECTION. 


T here W ill be but Six Election Precincts 


in the City—The Com m ittee Has a 


yu iet Session by Itself. 


It was expected that there would be 
lively times at the meetiug of the Republi' 
can County Central Committee calied for 
last evening, at the Court-house, to make 
all the necessary arrangements for the pri­ 
mary election and the holding of a County 
Convention to nominate county officers 
and elect delegates to the State Conven cion. 
It had been whispered about that the com­ 
mittee was going to do this, that, and vari­ 
ous things; that the party was likely to be 
“split wide open,” and that, generally 
speaking, the Republican outlook was very 
blue. 
In consequence of these rum ors, there 
was "a full house” present when the com­ 
m ittee came together last evening, the 
Court-rocm of Departm ent One of the Su 
perior Court being crowded to its fullest 
capacity. All the prom inent Republican 
officials end would-be officials were on 
hand, as well as those who generally pull 
the strings when a political performance is 
in progress, and it really looked as if 
som ething might happen. 
B ut the result was a sore disappoint­ 
m ent. 
Two or three gentlemen aired 
themselves in a somewhat vigorous fasb- 
ion, but after the committee excused them 
and went into executive session every­ 
thing went on smoothly. 
During the de­ 
liberations of the committee there was not 
a harsh word spoken, no offensive person­ 
alities indulged in, and when the only 
division occurred, on roll-call it was ac­ 
quiesced in by the losing side without a 
m urm ur of complaint. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Clinton L. W hite. 
Secretary 
Conkling called the roil, and all members 
of the committee responded except J. F. 
Cavanaugh and N .J. Toll. 
Mr. W hite explained that the object of 
the meeting was to arrange for calling 
primaries. 
Mr. Campbell moved that speeches be 
limited to ten m inutes each. 
_ E. I* Robinson moved to amend by plac­ 
ing no lim it on the speakers. 
Mr. Campbell withdrew his motion. 
F. L. Atkinson, President of the Columb­ 
ian League, presented the following reso­ 
lutions adopted at the late meeting of that 
body:

Mr. Gillis opposed the motion. He hoped 
nobody would be excluded. 
Mr. l'latt said he bad supposed a num ber 
ot gentlemen bad come to the meeting to 
express their views, but they apparently 
had nothing to say. 
He would be glad to 
hear from any Republican who had views 
to present, and had no desire to shut off 
debate. 
But if nobody had anything to 
say, the committee had considerable busi­ 
ness to transact, aud it could do it better in 
executive session. 
F. R. Dray said he had been solicited to 
pay some attention to the proposed action 
of the committee. He had been requested 
to present a petition, and if it were tiere he 
would present it and was prepared to ex­ 
press his views upon it. 
Chairman W hite said he thought it 
would be in order. 
The petition was handed to Mr. Dray 
and was read by him , as follows : 
To Vie Republican County Central Committee: 
The undersigned Republicans respectfully call 
attention to the resolutions of instructions 
adopted by the last Republican County Conven­ 
tion, aud respectfully request th at the call for 
a prim ary in th is city, to elect delegates to the 
approaching County C onvtntion. be issued for 
fifteen precincts, as contem plated by said reso­ 
lutions.

Mr. Dray said the petition was presented 
in consequence of a rum or that the com­ 
mittee did not feel bound by the instruc­ 
tions of the last County Convection, which 
created the committee 
He said the com­ 
mittee might ignore the instructions of the 
body which created it, but such action 
would be to destroy the very framework on 
which it rested. He had for twenty years 
worked for the principles that the partv 
platform should be brought to the voters 
in every precinct. If the committee should 
ignore its instructions from the committee 
it would violate the trust imposed in it. 
The act of a convention of a party should 
be respected. 
He hoped that, for the sake 
of harm ony and the success of the Repub­ 
lican party, the precinct policy should be 
adopted. 
He had always favored it. and 
came here to advocate it. 
W . J. Davis said he was the author of the 
resolutions adopted by the Convention. 
They were not in the interest of anyone. 
It simply relieves the committee front em ­ 
barrassment. 
Here it has 
the instruc­ 
tion ot the Convention which 
created 
it, and he did not see how the committee 
could go back of it. 
W. W. Coons said he did not see why 
Senator Dray had come here to try and 
bulldoze the committee. He was in*favor 


of the precinct r lan, and knew of no Re­ 
publican wno was opposed to it. There was 
no occasion for the alleged scare. The 
committee was composed of honorable 
men, who would do their duly. 
Senator Dray replied that both Mr. Coons 
and him self favored precincts, and both 
were trying to bulldoze the Convention. 
He couldn't see any difference in their 
views. 
J. W. Wilson said he was a pretty old 
Republican himself. He was one of the 
kind that was ready to indorse whatever 
the committee should do. 
[Cheers.] 
Mr. 
Dray was his friend; he liked him; but there 
never was a convention in this county in 
which Mr. Dray was not the bell-sheep. 
He (Wilson) would be satisfied with what­ 
ever the committee should do. That was 
the kind of Republican he was. 
[Cheers.] 
Senator Dray thanked Mr. Wilson for 
the compliment the latter had paid him. 
There being no one else prepared to air 
his view, the Chairman put the motion to 
go into executive session, and it was so or­ 
dered, Messrs Gillis and Cavanaugh only 
voting in the negative. 
The crowd filed out of the hall, and the 
committee went into executive session. 
Mr. Conklfng then offered the following 
resolution: 


Resolved, T hat a prim ary election be called to 
elect delegates to a County Convention, and 
th a t such prim ary election and Convention be 
called and held strictly in accordance w ith the 
resolution of instructions to this com m ittee 
adopted July 7,1888, by the Convention w hich 
selected this com m ittee; th at is to say, "th a t the 
prim aries of the party te called in strict accord­ 
ance w ith the law s of this State relating to pri­ 
m ary elictious; that the officers of such pri­ 
m ary election shall be selected of m en who en ­ 
joy the lull confidence of the people, and if 
there be two tickets run at any precinct, each 
ticket be allowed a representative upon such 
Election Board; tb a tth e basis of apportionm ent 
of delegates to tne Convention be as follows, 
based upon the Republican vote cast at the last 
Presidential election : Each precinct in the 
county, as established by the legal authorities 
of the couuty, shall be entitled to one delegate 
at large: that in the precincts of the county out­ 
side of the city the basis ot representation, m 
addition, shall be one delegate tor each tw enty 
R epublican votes cast at such Presidential elec­ 
tion, and one delegate tor each fraction of 
eleven votes or over, and that in the precincts 
in the city of Sacram ento the basis of repre­ 
sentation shall be one delegate for each thirty 
Republican votes cast at sucn Presidential eiec- , 
tiou, and one delegate for each fraction ol üf- 1 
teen vetes or over.”

The date of the Convention was, on mo­ 
tion of Mi. Beckley, fixed for Thnrsdav, 
the 24th. 


GRAVEL FOR STREETS. 


That W ith a M ixture of Clay M akes the 
B etter Koadw ay. 
In future the City Trustees will require 
bidders for street work to accompany their 
bids with samples of the kind ot gravel 
they propose to use in their work. 
This would be all very well, provided 
the contractors could display a ton or two 
of the material, as no two square yards of 
it will be just the same. 
In this connection it may be mentioned 
that not a few persons have criticised the 
quality of the gravel which Contractor 
Ewing is laying upon O street, east of 
Tenth, because it contains a large percent­ 
age of clay. The fact is. it is that very 
clay which serves to m ake such excellent 
roadways when freelv mixed with coarse 
giavel. It has very adhesive qualities, and 
when wet and packed haru holds the 
gravel and stones together alm ost as if 
cemented. Clear gravel does not pack, but 
rem ains loose, and is readily kicked about 
by horses, while the m aterial now being 
used makes the hardest and best of streets^

Mr. Howard moved the adoption of the 
substitute. 
Mr. Conkling said he believed it to be 
the duty of the committee to obey the in- 
structioos of the County Convention. By 
so doing he believed it would have 'he 
effect of keeping the party together and 
harmonious. 
Mr. Hornlein said that m any business 
men had expressed to him their disappro­ 
bation ot the precinct plan, and he believed 
it to be the best for the parly. 
Mr. Conkling said the names on the peti­ 
tion presented by Mr. Dray were those of 
citizens and Republicans who are think­ 
ing, earnest men, and their views and 
wishes should be respected. As to the 
proposed apportionm ent, he could not see 
wherein anybody was to be hurt. 
Mr. Beckley said that under the appor­ 
tionm ent propo-ed there are precincts that 
would have no representation. He thought 
the basis for the country districts sh . uld 
be the same as in the city, and did not 
think it right to shut any precinct out be­ 
cause there were not enough Republicans 
to entitle them to delegates. 
This m atter was discussed pro and con 
bv Messrs. Conkling, Beckiey, Campbell 
and others. 
Chairman W hite said the duty of the 
committee was plainly laid down bv tbe 
instructions of the Convention. 
There 
was but one thing for the committee to do. 
The question ol apportionm ent did not 
come before it. 
Mr. l ’latt said that argum ents bad been 
advanced in favor of the precinct plan, but 
no reasons had been given for the adoption 
of Mr. H ornleins substitute, and he would 
like to bear something on the subject. For 
himself, he wanted to see that course pur­ 
sued which would be right and best calcu­ 
lated to advance the interests of the party. 
Mr. Gillis said he had noticed a disposi­ 
tion in some quarters to kick, and he 
hoped the committee would adhere to the 
precinct plan. 
An im portant election was 
at hand, and the party could not afford to 
be divided 
He wanted to see a delegation 
go to the Legislature that would support 
Leland Stanford for United States Senator, 
and he wanted to see everything harm oni­ 
ous. Some parties appeared to be afraid of 
som ething—of some boss or other—but 
there must be harm ony or the battle would 
be lost. Personally, he did not care, but if 
a row were kicked' up the party would be 
beaten. 
Mr. Campbell—“We ain’t kicking up a 
row.” 
Mr. Giilis—“Well, somebody is kicking.” 
Mr. Lovdal said the Convention's in­ 
structions were against the county pre­ 
cincts, and he was opposed to them as a 
country mem ber of the committee. 
The 
connty paid the most taxes, but had the 
least representation.

Mr. Campbell said the Galt representa­ 
tion had been cut down in the last ten 
years from ten to six, and it wasn’t right.

A long and desultory discussion ensued 
over the matter, in which Chairman W hite 
expressed his view9 at length, reiterating 
in effect w hat he had previously said.

Mr. Robinson claimed there were no le­ 
gally organized precincts in existence, and 
that it was optional with the committee 
which course to pnrsue.

He kept uptbis sort of lamentation while 
being searched, but was quickly hustled 
into one of the dark cells. 
Tbe woman then told her story to Chief 
Drew. She said that several years ago, 
when she was 10 years of age. she left her 
home in San Francisco and came to this 
city. It was not long before she found 
herself in a house of ill-fame, and there 
she lived for several days—until the officers 
found her and brought her to jail. 
Her 
was disposed of by her being sent 
case 
home to San Francisco. 
Shortly afterward she married Robert 
M ckean, a painter, who lived in San Fran­ 
cisco. They lived together for some tinre 
and, according to tbe woman’s storv, Mc­ 
Kean was constantly trying to persuade 
her to enter a house of ill-repute and sup­ 
port him.

She 
paid no attention to him, but came to this 
city, where she was eugaged as a domestic 
in a respectable family. 
Tbe other day McKean came down from 
Seattle and went to the house where his 
wife was working. 
He asked to see her 
and wnen she appeared be caught her by 
the hair, threw her about and beat her 
sham efully and then left her. 
Yesterday morning, as Mrs. McKean was 
on her way down to the police station to 
complain against him, he m et her on K 
street and tore her hat, kicked her in the 
back and struck her several times. 
Af'er 
the poor woman had freed herself she 
came directly to pólice headquarters, and 
McKean followed her. 
His actions while at the jail, as described 
above, cansed him to be thrown into a 
dark cell. 
Mrs. M ckean's s'ory was told to City A!- 
tornev H art and Chief Drew, and she said 
sbe wes prepared to swear to a com plaint 
caarging him with 
battery. 
Mr. H art 
wanted to m ake ont a complaint charging 
McKean with threats against life (she hav­ 
ing stated that he threatened to cut her 
heart cut), but she said she only wanted 
him Kept in jail until she had tim e to get 
out of town.

SCIENTIFIC PARAGRAPHS. 


T he Eiffel tower, Paris, was struck by 
three strokes of lightning at once, a few 
days ago, but no apparent damage was 
done. 
Electric burglar catching is successful in 
Paris. 
W hen the burglar enters, the bell 
in the waiters’ room rings, and the in­ 
truder is quickly nabbed. 
Celluloid silk, dangerously inflammable, 
is a recent invention seductively attractive 
from its beautiful appearance. 
The small 
sample commented on “went off like a 
flash.” 
A line of omnibuses, to be run by elec­ 
tricity, is to be started in England in a 
few weeks. 
Each carriage will 
carry 
twenty-six passengers, and be driven by 
storage batteries. 
Professor Charcot, the celebrated French 
hypnotist, after a long period of experi­ 
menting, announces the opinion th a t but 
one person in 100,000 is subject to the 
hypnotic influence. 
The Electrical Review says: 
“Taking as 
a base of comparison the capital invested, 
the number of serious injuries met with in 
the electrical field is not as large as th at 
in other great industries.” 
An English invention, just patented, 
consists of an apparatus for ascertaining the 
contiguity or water or gas-workings in 
mines, and for passing food to imprisoned 
miners and for rescuing them. 
I t is said 
to be well planned. 
There are no facts known to show that 
there have been changes in the climates 
of the earth w ithin historic times. W here 
the vine and olive now grow, says Good 
Words, the vine and olive were growing 
twenty centuries back. 
I t is not true, says the New Y ork Com­ 
mercial Advertiser, that the phonograph is 
an electrical device. 
It is mechanical 
and no more depends upon electricity for 
its action than does a clothes-wringer. 
An electrical motor is often used to ope­ 
rate it. 
The danger of infection from impure 
water is said to be only slightly reduced 
by filtration through sand, bacteria pass­ 
ing through at all times, but in larger 
numbers just after the filter has been 
cleaned and again after it has been used 
for some time. 
A new alloy, composed of gold, palladi­ 
um. rhodium, copper, manganese, silver 
and platinum , is coming into use instead 
of steel in the manufacture of various 
parts of watches, so as to obviate the dis­ 
advantages which follow their magnetiza­ 
tion or oxidation. 
Dr. F lint is quoted as saying: “I have 
never known a dyspeptic to recover vigor­ 
ous health who undertook to live after a 
strictly regulated diet, and I have never 
known an instance of a healthy person 
living according to a strictly dietetic sys­ 
tem who did not become a dyspeptic.” 
In Spain, recently, layers of new wine 
in bottles of colored glass have been ex­ 
posed to the direct rays of the sun, with 
the result th at both flavor and quality 
have been improved. 
In the south of 
Europe cognac is refined by exposing the 
bottles for years on the roofs of buildings. 
Frank E. Bundy, of Elm ira, N. Y., has 
invented a glass trum pet for the phono­ 
graph. 
Mr. Edison made trum pets from 
various metals, but had to acknowledge 
them all imperfect. 
The addition of Mr. 
Bundy’s trumi>et to the phonograph re­ 
sults in a perfect reproduction of the 
sound. 
Mr. W heatstone says: 
“I have found 
th at electricity travels through 402 meters 
of copper wire in .000,000,868 parts of a 
second, 
and 
would, 
therefore, 
travel 
through 455.133 kilometers of copper wire 
in one second.” 
Mr. W. is the inventor of 
a mode whereby the velocity of electricity 
is ascertained. 
W hile ice is scarce and dear, l’rof. E. L. 
Nichols foreshadows an agreeable future. 
H e thinks the day is not distant when 
brine, cooled below the freezing point of 
water, will be carried under the streets in 
pipes, as steam is now, supplying from 
central stations a very convenient substi­ 
tute for ice in the domestic household. 
The Warehouseman speaks of a m ixture 
for m aking cloth from waste glass, a fabric 
winch is incombustible, can be manufac­ 
tured in all colors, and of any desired 
strength or thickness. 
“It is used for 
ladies’ d reuses and for other purposes in 
place of silk, more glassy and lustrous, 
ami is easily washed.” 
Its durability is 
not vouched for.

H ow a P o e m W as W ritte n . 
A t the age ol 21 years W illiam Cullen 
Bryant was licensed to practice law in the 
Courts of Massachusetts, 
It was not the 
calling for which he was fitted; his nature 
was too shy and sensitive for the life of 
conflict by which lawyers win tame and 
fortunes; imt law seemed to him the readi­ 
est means of earning his bread, while lit­ 
erature, to which he would gladly have 
devoted himself, ollered him the scantiest 
support. 
W hile he and his father and the other 
members of the family were discussing 
where he should nail up the sign of “ W ill­ 
iam 
C. 
Bryant, Attorney-at-Law,” he 
walked over the hills to Plainfield, a small 
village four or five miles distant from 
Cummington, where his father resided. 
The motive for his journey was to see what 
inducements the village offered for the 
practice of his profession. 
He felt “ very forlorn and desolate,” for 
the world seemed dark and his future un­ 
certain. The sun had set in a sea of chrys­ 
olite and opal, and he stopped to contem­ 
plate the brilliant sky. 
Suddenly he saw 
a solitary water fowl winging its way along 
the horizon, and watched it until it was 
lost in the distance. 
The contemplation gave him such a 
stim ulant that he went on with new 
strength and courage, and when he reached 
the house where he was to stay for the 
night he sat down and wrote the lines, 
“To a W ater Fowl,” the concluding verse 
of which expresses the hope im parted to 
him by the flight of the lone w anderer: 
He who, from zone to zone, 
• 
Guides through the boundless sky their cer­ 
tain flight. 
In the long way th at I m ust tread alone, 
Will lead my steps aright. 
Mr. Bigelow’s “Life of Bryant,” to 
which we are indebted for the story of the 
poem's origin, also tells an anecdote illus­ 
trative of the admiration it excited in 
England. 
Once when the late M atthew Arnold 
was in this country he was visiting at a 
home where Parke óoodwin, Mr. B ryant's 
son-in-law. happened to sj>end an evening. 
In the course of the conversation Mr. A r­ 
nold took up a volume of Mr. Bryant’s 
poems*from the table, and turning to Mr. 
Goodwin, said: 
“This is the American poet,” and after 
a pause he continued: 
“ When I first 
heard of him, ^lartley Coleridge — we 
were both lads then — came into my 
father's house one afternoon considerably 
excited and exclaimed: ‘Mat, do you want 
to hear the be9t short poem in the English 
language f 
“ ‘Faith, H artley, I do,’ was my reply. 
“ He then read a poem ‘To a W aterfowl' 
in his best manner, and he was a good 
reader. 
As soon as he had done he asked, 
•W hat do you think of th at?’ 
“ ‘I am not snre but you are right. 
H artley. 
Is that your father’s?’ was mv 
reply. 
“ ‘No,’ he rejoined, ‘father has written 
nothing like that.’ 
Some days after he 
m ight be heard m uttering to himself: 
The desert and illimitable air 
Lone wandering, but uot lost." 
Yet this poem, which many persons 
deem the best the poet ever wrote, slent 
for three years in the author's portfolio, 
neither read, seen, nor even heard of by 
any other living 
soul.— Youth's Com­ 
panion.

T h e T u iin g T r o tte r s. 
The racehorse is conceded bv the most 
trusted turf critics to be almost as good at 
three years old as he ever is. 
T he breed 
has been bred pure and for 
the special 
purpose of racing so long that it is preco­ 
cious 
in its special capacity. 
A natural 
gift develops in all its strength and 
fu ll­ 
ness earlier and quicker than one that is 
wholly or in great part acquired. Eclipse, 
F lying Childers, 
Matchem, Bay Maltón 
aifd other fathers of the racing breed lived 
in a day when it was not general to train 
horses to race at less than four or five 
years old. 
Now all are trained at two. 
And in the old days a trotter was seven or 
eigh t years before he was thought really 
ready for serious training. 
Only about 
fifteen years ago the fastest three-year-old 
record was fifteen seconds slower than the 
fastest 
trotting record for all ages, but 
gradually the mark of the youngsters has 
closed up on that of the matured cham pi­ 
ons until now only two aud a quarter sec­ 
onds separate the record of the three-year- 
old Sunol and the eleven-year-old Maud 
S.

E D U C A T IO N A L C O N V E N T IO N . 


A R u lin g at St. P a n t on th e M atter o f 
E lectio n o f Officers. 
S t. P a u l, July 11th.—W hen the fourth 
day's session of the Educational Associa­ 
tion opened, Alexander Forbes, of Illinois, 
got the tloor on a question of privilege and 
read Iroin the constitution to prove that 
the method of election of officers yesterday 
had been illegal, and moved that an elec­ 
tion now be he'd. 
His motion was im m e­ 
diately seconded. aDd bis speech heartily 
applauded. 
President Canfield said that the present 
constitution had been adopted for a small 
body and was in many ways unsuitable lor 
th e greatly augmented num ber of the pres­ 
en t organization. Tbe very rapid growth 
of tbe association had compelled the waiv­ 
ing of many constitutional provisions, and 
it would now be physically impossible to 
carry out all the exact provisions of tbe 
constitution. 
He declared the motion and 
th e resolution were out of order. 
Harley of Wisconsin, who had seconded 
th e Forbes motion, appealed from the de­ 
cision of tbe Cbatr. but tbe Pr.sident re­ 
fused to bear the appeal, and his decision 
was greeted witb combined applause and 
hisses. 
The C hair called immediately for the re­ 
port cf the President of the Educational 
Council and the m atter was dropped. 
T he concluding paper of the m om ing 
was devoted to the explanation of the 
work and the scope of the university and 
th e school extension system of reading and 
lectures, by United Slates Commissioner of 
Education. W. L T. Harris. 
During the afternoon the various de­ 
partm ents met for the last time this year. 
T he Kindergarien De[>artment elected for 
President for the year, Mrs. Kudora Hail- 
nian, of La Porte. l t d. H . S Jones, of 
Pennsylvania, was elected President of the 
D epartm ent on E eniemary Schools. The i 


general topic of ‘‘H igh Schools as Finish­ 
ing Schools," was considered by the Sec­ 
ondary Education Departm ent. H . Lee 
Sellers, of Texas, and Jas. H . Baker, of 
Colorado, read papers on the general topic, 
and others followed on special divisions. 
The College Departm ent considered the 
question of college adm inistration, and the 
matter of raising the standard of colleges 
in general. 
com m ittee reports were heard by depart­ 
m ent on industrial education and m anual 
training. 
Louis McLoutb, of Brookings, 
S. D., elected President. 
H on. Aaron Gove, of Denver, read a pa­ 
per before the music departm ent advocat­ 
ing music as a regular part of the required 
school work, and tbe placing of it on the 
same ground with arithm etic and all other 
branches. 
Judge Gumby, of the Louisiana Supreme 
Court, delivered an interesting address to­ 
night on the race problem, which, he said, 
concerns not only the South, but the whole 
country. It will not settle itself, he said. 
It m ust not be let alone. It demands 
brave thought, and 
determined action 
would solve it by bloodless revolution. All 
the trouble in the South arises from polit­ 
ical jealousy of negroes and from the fear 
of the whites that the negro rule will be 
restored and utterly destroy the new-born 
progress of the South. The true solution 
of the race problem on a just basis lies in 
the restriction of suffrage and the only just 
restriction is an educational qualification. 
If the negro was enabled to exercise the 
right of suffrage intelligently, all danger 
and apprehension of race trouble would 
cease. 1 his qualification should be adopted 
by the General Government, and the same 
Government should give the negroes means 
of education to qualify them for the bur­ 
dens and responsibilities of citizenship, 
which the Government placed on them to 
subserve its own ends. Public education 
is peculiar and the grandest distinction of 
the American nation, and it ought to be 
put into the National Constitution. The 
press should cease to be partisan in the 
presence of this grave issue. Statesmen 
should adjust tbe question on a basis just 
and fair and safe to both races.

It was a room about 10x10 feet, without 
windows and w ith only one door. 
The 
walls, ceiling and floor were painted black, 
and the funereal gloom seemed deeper and 
blacker under the rays of a single gaa jet 
of many candle-power. 
Seated in front of the gas jet and so 
close th at he could touch the flame easily 
w ith his extended hands, was a smooth­ 
faced, medium-sized man, whose gray eyes 
had a preternatural jjupil dilation, like 
those of a cat. 
On either side of him was 
a liox half filled with eggs, which he was 
engaged in shifting from one box to the 
other. 
Taking five in his left hand and three 
in his right he juggled the lot before the 
light, shifting the eggs from the top to 
the bottom of his hand with astonishing 
rapidity. 
For a moment each egg was 
brought to the level of his dilated eyes, 
which were directly opposite the gas " jet 
and did not blink in the powerful light. 
As the eggs were thus held, each was skill­ 
fully turued until every portion of the 
shell was critically inspected. 
Like a 
well-constructed machine the m an’s arms 
and fingers worked, and the pile of eggs in 
in one box decreased while the other re­ 
ceptacle was rapidly filled. 
Finally one 
box was emptied and the other was heap 
ing full. 
Then the man’s arms and fingers 
ceased to work and he turned to face his 
visitor. 
“Yes,” said he, “I am an egg-tester, and 
the process you have just witnessed is 
what we call ‘candling’ eggs. 
Form erly a 
candle was used, but it is not as satisfactory 
as gas. 
The burner we use was made spe­ 
cially for the purpose, and gives a very 
E 
owerftil light. 
W e have tried electricity, 
ut it doesn’t work. 
It dazzles the eyes, 
and after a while we can’t tell a good egg 
from a bad one. 
As it is, egg-testing has 
its eíléct on the eyesight. 
“I was reared at the business, and reckon 
th at I am as expert as any man in the 
country. 
Ju st before Easter, when 
a 
great many eggs are coming in, 1 handle as 
many as 3,200 dozen in a day. 
Every egg 
th at comes into the establishment passes 
through my hands. 


“ f l o a t e r s ” a n d “ s w im m e r s.” 
“The lot th at I have just examined con­ 
tains an unusually large number of what 
are known to the trade as ‘floaters.’ 
You 
will notice, if you hold the egg betweeu 
your eyes and the light, a dark, almost 
black, substance close to the shell. 
That 
is the yolk, which has settled through the 
albumen and is sticking fast to the shell. 
It is caused by allowing the egg to lie too 
long on one side. 
In summer-time a 
‘floater’ would be bad in two days, but now 
it will last a week. 
“In the spring and summer we get a 
great many ‘swimmers,’ or half-hatched 
eggs. 
They have been under the hen two 
or three days, and in the albumen is a 
little black spot not larger than a pin­ 
head. 
These eggs are all right in the 
winter time, but in the summer they soon 
become bad. 
“ W hen we receive more eggs than we 
have a m arket for we store them for future 
use in an air-tight room, which is kept at 
a uniform tem perature of 35°. 
Thev are 
packed in flour barrels, in oats th at are 
extra cleaned. 
In the bottom of the bar­ 
rel we put two or three inches of clean 
hay, then a couple of inches of oats, on 
which we put a layer of eggs, with the 
flat side down. 
Between each layer are 
oats, and on the top of the tilled barrel we 
put more hay. 
The barrels are placed on 
their sides, and they will keep in that 
condition for eighteen months perfectly 
fresh and good. 
These eggs are not worth 
much now. 
W hen we fetch them out 
next winter they will bring 23 or 24 cents. 


METHODS OF PRESERVING EGGS. 
“Sometimes we wax eggs to preserve 
them, but this gives the eggs a glossy ap­ 
pearance th at injures their sale. 
In this 
process beeswax is melted, and when very 
warm the eggs are dipped into it, and the 
pores of the shell are thus stopped up. 
Then there are also liming and pickling as 
means of preservation. 
The shell of a 
limed egg is always rough, while that of a 
pickled egg is smooth. 
You can’t boil 
either a limed or a pickled egg. 
Both 
lime and pickle eat into the shell, and 
make it very thin and fragile. 
W hen you 
put them into hot water the shell cracks 
open, and the albumen oozes out.” 
“ W hat do you do with the bad eggs?” 
“If they are too utterly bad we throw 
them away; ones th at áre a little ‘oft-’ 
bring three cents a dozen.” 
“To w hat possible use can these eggs be 
put?” 
The yolks are used by morocco finishers 
in their business.” 
“And the whites?” 
“ You’ll be surprised if I tell you that 
confectioners use them in m aking fancy 
cakes. 
They can’t use a musty egg, 
though. 
The best eggs that are sent to us 
come from the West. 
A frosted egg be­ 
comes watery and cracks. 
The cracks 
close, though, when it is thawed out, but 
will open again when it is placed in Íkiü- 
ing water. 
An egg that 
js six o r nine 
months old is graded by dealers as fresh. 
Cracked eggs bring two-thirds price. 


SOME SECRETS OF THE TRADE. 
“ We deal in eggs, butter and lard, and I 
am an expert in testing and grading all 
these. 
There is much fraud in the butter 
business. 
We print a great deal of tub 
butter. 
The contents of five or ten ;4ubs 
are dumped out on a big table. The outside 
has become strong and dirty. 
This we 
scrape off and sell to the fancy cake bakers 
at from 5 to 11 cents a pound, according to 
its condition. 
The balance is reworked, 
resalted, made into prints, and sold as best 
p rin t b u tter.; 
• 
“Q uite a quantity of w hat is known as 
mill or paddle-worked butter comes from 
the West. 
Small farmers there, who have 
no ice, get ten or fifteen pounds of butter 
on hand in rolls, and after awhile it be­ 
comes strong. 
There are firms in Chicago 
that have men out all the time buying up 
this rancid butter. 
It is put into a m a­ 
chine som ething like an old-fashioned 
paint-m ill and ground up, after which it 
is worked, colored with Danish butter col­ 
oring, made into prints and sold as ‘fresh 
creamery butter.’ 
There is not a dairy­ 
man in the State of Pennsylvania th at 
does not use butter coloriug of some sort. 
We sell thousands and thousands of the 
Danish coloring every year. 
Some of the 
large dairies buy it by the barrel. 
“A great many farmers in Bucks and 
Chester counties buy ten, fifteen and some 
of them as high as one hundred tubs of 
our old strong butter, for which they pay 
about fifteen cents. 
Thev take it home, 
rework and resalt it, mix iu fresh butter 
in the proportion of about one-third, color 
it, make it jn to prints, and sell it in the 
markets for thirty-five cents a {xiund, 
doubling their money by the transaction. 
Farmers frequently come to us 011 Friday 
night, buv tub butter at twenty-five cents 
a |K>und, print it up and sell it the next 
day for dairy butter at thirty-five cents. 
“ There is not much adulteration in 
lard, but one pound of the country article 
is worth two of the refined, from which all 
of the oil has been extracte»!. 
You can 
distinguish between the two by a simple 
test. 
In warm weather country lard will 
become soft and run to oil. 
T hat which 
has been refined alwavs remains hard. 


CULTIVATED TASTE. 


The Need of Criticism as a Presidios 
A rt. 
Recently a newspaper paragraph in ­ 
formed us, says the Galveston News, that 
“a sister of Mrs. W . K. V anderbilt, who is 
also the Baroness de Fontenilliat, will 
soon go on the stage.” 
It is not stated 
that she knows anything about acting, but 
it is not doubted by her friends th at she 
will have a great success. 
“A member ot 
both the American and French nobility, 
and with a fair share of beauty, she cannot 
fail to appeal to the deepest sym pathies of 
the American four hundred.” 
There is a 
striking parallel between the stage and 
the press in one respect recently referred 
to by the -Vetea, speaking of distinguished 
men who are induced to write ou subjects 
outside th eir ¿phere of study and attain­ 
ments. 
A cultivated taste would demand 
good acting, and managers would respond 
to a gener»l demand for that, as they now 
respond to a demand for fashionable ladies 
capable of exhibiting rich dresses on the 
stage. 
W hile it is no wonder that the lat­ 
ter gladly accept applause and pocketfuls 
of money, there is some tem ptation to en­ 
tertain a different presumption in the case 
of men of solid fame. 
W ere it not for greed or vanity the men 
of distinguished intellect would them ­ 
selves act so as to correct the absurd idea 
that because one of their number has 
earned renown in one field his crude no­ 
tions upon a different subject are good 
enough for the public eye. 
One m ight 
suppose that a scientific man would dis­ 
trust his own observation or judgm ent 
outside the sphere ¡d which he lias mostly 
worked, and would not hazard his reputa­ 
tion by too versatile performances, but the 
common habit of m ankind in this respect 
persists even in educated men of severe 
self-discipline in their special lines. 
C rit­ 
icism alone is the art of general scientific 
method, and none of the special scientists 
as such are at all to be trusted to under­ 
stand and apply the critical method in 
every sphere. 
U ntil the public demand 
shall be effective for a critical editorship 
of the magazines aud other im portant 
publications, the present rule or practice 
of publishing whatever opinions certain 
men of renown may have to utter on any 
subject will »juite naturally be deemed 
sufficient, the publishers, like'the th eatri­ 
cal managers, rightly considering only 
what pays best, subject merely, it may be 
added, to proper regard for moral consid­ 
eration—a conception not, indeed, abso­ 
lutely disassociated from the natural law 
of business, but rather a more remote ap­ 
plication thereof. 
The press being free, criticism as a valu­ 
able art must be evolved. 
It will come to 
rule in its right sphere and apply the 
general scientific method to all essays in 
literature, in the wide sense. 
Its instinc­ 
tive aim is truth and its discipline of mind 
the severest. 
Its requisition is a scientific 
method in the use of language, and its ex­ 
perts must be able to discern w hether a 
w riter has reduced his thoughts to coher­ 
ent form and is really fam iliar with the 
leading ideas already e x itin g u[>on the 
subject which he attem pts to treat; not 
merely what he has 
read, but what 
he 
has 
well 
understood. 
This 
noble 
art 
may 
some 
day 
be 
effjetive’y 
at the disposal of the masses through 
the informal m inistry of the press. 
They 
can demand it by natural selection of pub­ 
lications through the publishers. 
T heir 
progress in this direction will be, more 
than all else, the test of their advance in 
conscious intelligence and individuality. 
Each tim e th at they buy a paper because 
Professor H uxley has written for it on 
physiology, th e / vote for good literature, 
but when they buy a paper in which an 
anatom ist has written op economics, an 
engineer on Shakespeare, or a field marshal 
on music and poetry, they vote for names, 
claptrap, “leather and" prunella.” . The 
parallelism of the theater is too obvious 
for need of formal statem ent. 


To l>e P o p u la r in Society. 
To converse well it is pecessary th at you 
should have the art of discovering what 
will interest the person with whom you 
are talking, and that you will know how 
to drop the subject when it becomes tire­ 
some, and never to let a special fad of 
your own be the one subject th at you 
bring up. 
Learn to be all things to all 
people; to avoid personalities or very de­ 
cided opinions on any subject. 
You don’t 
want to give a tirade against dishonesty 
to a man whose father died in a State’s 
prison for forging notes. 
You don’t want 
to object to the divorce laws when the man 
you are talking to may have m arried a 
divorced woman. 
You ilon’t want to talk 
about bleached hair to a woman whose 
hair is pronounced yellow, nor to discuss 
how injurious is rouge and powder to the 
woman who Ls made up in a most decided 
manner. 
In vour heart you may object to 
all these things, but you are not "giving ex­ 
pression ju st now to what you th in k ; you 
are simply making yourself pleasant to 
some one whcrn you have met to-day anti 
may never meet again. 
Talk about Egyp­ 
tian mummies or French politics; how 
orchids grow, the last new play or the last 
new song; but use good English, speak as 
if you were interested, and then you will 
gain w hat you want—a reputation of being 
a charm ing woman socially.— Ladies' Home 
Journal.
